Those who bet 
are “politicians [who] want the hype,” and 
the bet is described as “the kind of 
automatic, puffy-headline-winning venture 
that no pol could resist.” 

On the other hand, my declining to join 
in the effort is “a bit more sanctimony than 
the otherwise goofy affair merits.”

MALL-TERNATIVE MUSIC 


As fashionable as it may be to offer the 
reasons “why rock must change” (“Music 
& Money,” cover story, Arts, January 24), I 
think you might find some answers right in 
the pages of your own publication. Indeed, 
the state of rock and roll has been crushed 
by the all-too-often abuse of the “A” word; 
in this day and age, it’s safer to assume 
most popular music is “mall-ternative” 
rather than alternative — sounds that 
bands like R.E.M., the Smiths, Jane’s 
Addiction, and U2 once (rightfully) 
claimed responsibility for. 

Your own publication has fallen into the 
alterna-trap; bands with the next-big-thing- 
single-of-the-moment receive generous 
coverage on a regular basis (Kula Shaker 
and Geggy Tah are fine examples). Most of 
the Phoenix’s coverage of late has emulated 
alternative radio’s effort to trap the lowest- 
common-denominator listening factor by 
playing, sometimes in excess of 40 times 
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per week, the latest No Doubt (stolen- 
from-Madonna-and-Aerosmith) rock 
ballad. (I almost fell out of my chair when a 
Phoenix reporter believed in good music 
enough to trash the recent Stone Temple 
Pilots performance at the FleetCenter.) 

With the cover story, I think you 
provided your readership with an honest 
assessment of the current state of rock and 
roll: you plastered the cover with a 
promising question, played the living hell 
out of the topic, and, in the end, provided 
absolutely nothing in the form of an 
answer. Next time, perhaps you should 
enjoy a band like the Stone Temple Pilots 
and stop trying to be the alternative, 
cooler-than-thou publication. 

It’s time to treat the Phoenix 
readership to more cutting-edge 
coverage; perhaps an expansion of the 
“Off the Record” and “Cellars By 
Starlight” sections would allow readers 
to experience what’s out there — and not 
just the 100-point, colorfully typefaced, 
front-covered bands du jour. After all, 
there is a reason I don’t read Spin.

That’s what they did in 
the 1950s. But I have had many 
conversations with documentarians I 
respect who find Burns’s films plodding, 
unadventurous, formally uninventive, 
politically bland, and middle-of-the-road. 
They loathe his omniscient voice-overs. 
They also object to Burns’s megalomaniac 
self-promotion. Documentarians are 
usually a self-effacing crowd, far more 
interested in the subjects of their films 
than in turning the mirror on themselves. 
If there is no film footage, then why do a 
documentary? Write a book on the 
subject. Nothing is learned by panning 
across photographs.

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BAND NOTES 
Pop goes the Brattle 


Less than a month from now, Harvard Square’s Brattle Theatre will once again become a music venue — at least 
occasionally. Local pop hero Jonathan Richman is set to play a two-night stand on March 6 and 7, followed by 
Juliana Hatfield on Saturday, March 8. The weekend is the first in what Running Arts, the organization that 
books and manages the Brattle, hopes will be an ongoing live-music series on the stage of the repertory cinema. 

“We need to find the right acts that will work in the space,” explains Running Arts’ Connie White, whose 

husband, Greg “Skeggie” Kendall, is handling the music bookings through his newly christened Phone 
Company. “It would be great to be able to bring solo performers like Rosanne Cash, Richard Thompson, and 
Lucinda Williams into the Brattle.” 

This isn’t the first time live performers have played the Brattle 
stage. Last year the local lounge outfit Combustible Edison 

and bandleaders Kristin Hersh (Throwing Muses) and Bill 

Janovitz (Buffalo Tom) played benefits for the theater. And 
more than a decade ago, White was involved in bringing the 
Lounge Lizards to the Brattle during an era that also saw 
monologist Spalding Gray there for an eight-week run. 

“Back then,” says White, “there was a lot of funding for the arts, 
so it was possible to have an ongoing performance series. Once 
the funding dried up, it just got to be too expensive.” 

Kendall and White say they’ve found an affordable compromise: 
solo acoustic acts that don’t require large sound and lighting 
systems, and whose music is well suited to the intimacy of the 
250-seat Brattle. 

“We’re hoping this will develop into something like the 
WordsWorth reading series that we’ve been doing here for 
years now,” says White. “We aren’t under any pressure to book 
music every night or every week, but we can pick and choose 
















the right acts.” 

Tickets for the four Jonathan Richman shows, at 7:30 and 10 p.m. on 
March 6 and 7, and for the two Juliana Hatfield shows, at 8 and 10 p.m. on 
. March 8, go on sale through the Brattle this Friday. Richman tickets are

Bad luck? 
The legalization of casino gambling looms as one of the 
biggest issues before the state legislature this year, but 
partisans in the battle had their eyes elsewhere last week 
— on the last-minute defeat of a constitutional amendment 
that would have allowed casinos in New 
York state. 
/e The New York senate rejected the 
amendment after what the New York 
Con Times called “one of the oddest, 
a, most disparate coalitions in recent 
Albany memory” successfully lobbied 
the long-debated measure into its grave. 

Complacent casino backers were ambushed by an 
unexpected alliance of environmentalists, churches, 
Broadway theaters, and Donald Trump. Fearing for the 
profits of his Atlantic City casinos, Trump poured more 
than $800,000 into the lobbying effort against New York 
casinos last year, according to the Times. 

This would seem a discouraging example for casino 
backers here in Massachusetts, who hope to win over the 
legislature this year. 

But the New York coup may yet offer some hope to 
fans of the green felt. For one thing, Massachusetts has 
no equivalent of Trump. And as one casino backer 
pointed out, the news that New York won't be competing 
for the region’s gamblers could add momentum to the 
casino cause here. 

The legislature’s joint government-relations committee 
will begin preliminary hearings on the issue March 19.

The will-he-run-won’t-he-run talk surrounding former mayor and soon-to- 
be former ambassador to the Vatican Raymond Flynn continues. The latest 
crop of rumors concerns an academic appointment at Northeastern University. 
One version holds that Flynn, seeking to go the way of Mike Dukakis and 
begin life as a stately academic, approached Northeastern and was rebuffed. 

Other insiders are saying Northeastern did offer Flynn a job, but also 
stipulated that he commit to the university for pure, cerebral reasons alone: he 
was not to use the post as a political steppingstone. Flynn, this story goes, 

inexorably drawn to the hustings, was unable to make such 
a commitment, and the two went their separate ways. 

Bosh, says Northeastern spokeswoman Janet 

Hookailo. “In the far distant past,” she says, Flynn 
and Northeastern had been talking about an 
academic job, but Flynn’s Vatican appointment 
ended discussions. 

Still, the rumors won’t die. One possibility: 
political pundits are clinging to them out of 
desperation — because without Flynn’s return to 
city politics, Menino’s November re-election will 
be more predictable than a Bulls-Celtics 














game.

Walter Marshall can 
dream of breaking 
linguistic ground, but it’s 
hard to be a poet on a 34- 
inch candy heart. 
Witness the list on his 
desk, which reads: 


Butta = Something nice 
Dog = Friend 

Frontin = Lying 

Word = I agree 
Wak/Wack = Bad, stupid 


Skillet = Friend 
Herb = Geek 

High’ = Conceited 
postage — female 


Stoked = Excited 


But what with Middle 
America and all, Marshall 
has to admit that BUTTA is 
more than his readership 
is ready for. So although 
he admires phrases like 
HIGH POSTAGE, the 
cutting edge of what 
you'll see this year is 
AWESOME. From all sides, 
the creative impulse is 
constricted by the form. 

“What happens is 
you're limited in what 
you can put on there. 
This isn’t rocket 
scientry,” says Marshall, 
a vice-president of the 
New England 
Confectionary Company (INecco) and 
— more important — the man who 
chooses what to print on conversation 
hearts. “For one thing, space is 
limited,” he explains. 

Plus, after 150 years of two-word, 
eight-letter sweet nothings — BE 
MINE, BE TRUE, and BE GOOD are the 
classics — even Necco sometimes 
draws a blank. “It’s like Chaucer 
said,” Marshall says, with a 
beleaguered smile. “ ‘Damn the 
ancients, they stole all my ideas.’ ” 

It’s not really necessary to breathe 
life into Necco’s conversation-heart 
business. Necco disseminates roughly 
eight billion of the stamped lozenges 
every year, supplying 80 percent of 
the conversation-heart market, and 
has an annual growth rate that hovers 
between 4 and 5 percent. 

But Necco’s trying anyway, and the 
key — the company feels — is an 
interactive approach toward the

sayings. Although Marshall, as Necco’s 
“King of Hearts,” has always received 
a steady stream of suggestions for new 
sayings, this year Necco plans to set up 
an 800 number and award prizes for 
suggestions Marshall likes. 

Every year, Necco phases out a 
handful of sayings whose meanings 
have morphed into the purely 
expository (U R GAY) or the obviously 
salacious (TRY ME) or the disturbingly 
imperative (STOP). Marshall phases in 
sayings that they consider hipper — 
this year’s theme is “attitude” 
from the standpoint of technology 
(PAGE ME or EMAIL ME, both new this 
year) or that very 90s irony (1 DON’T 
THINK SO or HELLO, which Necco 
specifies is to be read Seinfeld-style, 
“with a flip intonation”). 

And Marshall receives a perpetual 
stream of ideas from the public, the vast 
majority of which are repetitive or “too 
naughty,” according to Marshall. 








Others “want us to be a 
sounding board, like they 
want us to put SAFE SEX or 
they want us to put CLEAN 
NEEDLES,” Marshall says. “I 
say, the next thing they'll 
want us to put is PRE- 
NUPTIAL.” He gives a little 
laugh. “Necco’s not going 
to do that.” 


Marshall has anything to 
say about it, heart 
conversation will remain 
largely apolitical, asexual, 
and devoid of irony. That 
way, he will continue to 
fill a certain gap in the 
American romantic 
vocabulary — a gap that 
makes it harder to say 
certain words than to 
stamp them onto a 
lozenge. Marshall gets 
dozens of requests every 
year for MARRY ME hearts, 
and Necco just sticks 
them in the mail, no 
questions asked. 

Certainly it’s the 
conversation part that 
accounts for their success, 
since the hearts — a 
combination of sugar, 
corn syrup, gelatin, and 
gum flavor — have the 
consistency (and, some 
say, flavor) of classroom 
chalk. You don’t binge on 
conversation hearts. This is a case 
where the medium really is the 
message. “It’s a whole concept,” 
Marshall says. “It’s not just the eating 
part. It’s a whole thing.” 

Anyway, as Marshall will tell you, 
conversation hearts have other good 
qualities. Durability is one of them. 
Unlike your creme-filled bonbons, or 
your nougat hallucinations like the 
Charleston Chew, or your will-o’-the- 
wisp confections like the Mallo Cup, 
conversation hearts can stay good on 
the shelf for five to eight years.

They have a long, long shelf 
life. No other candy is as durable as 
that. Chocolate,” he says, with the 
smile of a man who knows he’s on 
the winning team, “at 92 degrees, 
chocolate melts.” wu 








So for the time being, if 


tweed and brahminry, Saul Bellow offered a gracious if slightly 
doddering introduction. By the end of the night, though, Amis and 


Bly — who was in the audience — would be going at each other, 

and the normally pacific halls of Harvard would rattle with blame 
and derision, Anglo-American name-calling, and Tonya 
Harding—ike professional scuppering. 

Having suffered through Amis’s long and withering 
dismissal of his work, Bly eventually stood and accused 
Amis of using him as a “blackface comedian,” which 
seemed fair enough. There was a sense that Amis 
hoped to ride the wave of Bly-inspired laughter through 
what was always going to be a trying defense of Larkin. 
After all, ron John’s not exactly a difficult target. 

Poor Bly, white of hair and muddy of thought, lost it all 
when he spent an interminable length of time explaining how 
Englishmen’s smugness, philistinism, and “thinness of 
imagination” reveal a self-hatred borne of a hatred of their - 

fathers (or something) — only to have Amis arouse 

hoots of laughter by responding, “Not in this case, 

though.” 

Later, in a thrift-store-throwaway suit, Amis held forth 

on German politics, quoted “Prufrock,” defended Joyce, 
spoke of his next novel (Night Train, due out this fall), and 
flicked his cigarette ash onto the Harvard Faculty Club 
carpet. Goldfish, Beck's, and pretzels were in abundance. Bly 
was nowhere to be seen. 


What do political correctness, Robert Bly, and Philip 
Larkin have in common? Well, for one thing, all took 
part in an entertaining literary brawl incited by Britain’s 
elder enfant terrible, Martin Amis, at the Kennedy 
School of Government last Thursday night. 

Bly, of course, is the manly man of American 
poetry — the father of /ron John and figurehead of 
the chest-beating, brother-loving men’s movement 
that is cufrently filling the forests and football stadiums 
of America. (Great in the woods, says Amis, “but what 
are they like around the house?”) 

Larkin, on the other hand, was British poetry's middle- 
class malcontent, as gray as a March day in 
Scunthorpe. Larkin saw mortality around every turn, 
and wrote achingly beautiful verse about the 
“inevitable.” And the British loved him for it — until 
he died. Following posthumous revelations of 
misogynistic, pedophilic, and racist tendencies, 
Britain’s best-loved poet became its most reviled. 

Amis, then, was ostensibly at Harvard to talk about 
the two poets, and how their work relates to political 
correctness. His true intention, it turned out, was to 
resurrect Larkin and bury Bly. 

The event began calmly enough; before a mumbling sea of

years ago: February 7, 1992 
Les Paul is “modern American pop’s first in- 

strumental hitmaker, a musical genius, racon- 
teur, and inventor whose innovations include 
the solid-body guitar and multitrack record- 
ing,” according to associate arts editor Ted 
Drozdowski’s introduction to a piece by Paul.

“When I started playing, well... ever 
since I was a freckle-faced, red-headed kid, I 
just attacked the guitar.

There were certain things 
that, if they intrigued me, whether it was mu- 
sic or electronics, I just went for the throat.

1 Bugs in my soup 
years ago: February 10, 1987 

Last week, Olives chef Todd English told 
readers that rabbit is “the most-elegant meat 
there is.” Here, Ariel Swartley offers her own 
thoughts on cooking up a bunny. 

“[{Italians] stew rabbit in white wine, with 
pancetta, mushrooms, and olives. Greeks 
smother it in a garlic-and-cinnamon-spiked 
tomato sauce and add dozens of tiny sweet 
onions. On the east coast of Latin America, 
coconut milk is the braising medium of 
choice, whereas in the mountains of Peru they 
prefer ground peanuts and chilies. But it’s the 
recipes from Spain that really tempt me. Rab- 
bit broiled in and topped with aioli, rabbit 
simmered with pimentos and zucchini, with 
almonds and pine nuts, hunter-style with 
brandy. .. .

“Wright’s material is broken up into com- 
ponents that vary in length from double-take 
two-liners to absurdist tales. “You can’t have 
everything,’ he said with a sigh.

I didn’t know until I got there and 
set it up. People were complaining because 
they couldn’t see the lake. There was a forest

Twenty years in Span- 
dau Prison . . . and a book deal. Lee Webb 
reviewed Inside the Third Reich. 

“Perhaps the long monotonous days and 
nights at Spandau stimulated his interest in 
detail, because Speer gives the closest 
glimpse yet of the personalities and habits of 
Hitler, Himmler, Bormann, Goebbels, and 
Goring. Their tastes in books, art, religion, 
poetry, and the kinds of relations they had 
with others — all this documents their utter 
alienation and sickness. Even as German sol- 
diers were freezing to death at Stalingrad, 
Hitler and his entourage spent nearly every 
night watching Grade-B German equivalents 
of Dirty Harry and My Fair Lady.”

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With commercial stations 
going lowbrow, Boston’s 
public broadcasters are 
fine-tuning their strategies. 
The question: are WGBH & 
WBUR doing their duty?

MILY ROONEY IS taping the intro to 
a segment of WGBH-TV’s new local 
public-affairs show, Greater Boston. 
Or trying to, anyway. It’s been a long day. 
«Her feet are killing her. And her first few at- 
tempts at hyping an interview with Charles 
Murray, the controversial academic who’s 
currently promoting his new book on liber- 
tarianism, haven’t gone particularly well. 
After several tries, though, she nails it. 
“That was warmer,” says a voice in the con- 
trol room. “That was very nice.” 
She sighs, visibly relieved at getting a 
break from the unblinking eye of the lens. 
Rooney, the former news director of 
WCVB-TV (Channel 5), may be a respected 
newswoman, but the debut of Greater Boston 
last week showed. that her transition to an 
on-camera role is going to take some time. 
And if Rooney and Greater Boston are strug- 
gling to find their voice, so, too, is WGBH. 
This is, after all, the first significant foray 
into local public-affairs programming for 
WGBH (Channels 2 and 44, plus a radio 
station) since 1991, when it canceled The 
Ten O'Clock News. The new show is a 
huge improvement over the one it replaces, 
The Group, an unmoderated roundtable 
discussion that rose from the ashes of the 
News. (“A tawdry, pathetic little show,” 
huffs one industry observer of The Group, 
widely derided as “The Grope.”) Still, 
Greater Boston is going to need some work. 
Week One’s topics, which included the Su- 
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per Bowl and cute animals, were too light 
and fluffy to qualify the show as a must- 
watch. And Rooney, who doubles as 
Greater Boston’s executive editor, needs to 
overcome her on-the-set jitters. 

It’s crucial that "GBH get it right. With 
commercial broadcasters in full retreat from 
serious news and public affairs, public- 
broadcasting stations are the last redoubt. 
Boston’s two major public stations — 
WGBH-TV and WBUR Radio (90.9 FM) 
— are among the most admired in the 
country. It’s by no means clear, however, 
that the people who run those stations are 
willing or able to fill the gap created by the 
commercial stations’ retreat into sensation- 
alism and frivolity. 

At the moment, the two stations are mov- 
ing in opposite directions, with WBUR cast- 
ing its glance well beyond Boston and 
WGBH finally turning its attention to its 
own backyard. 

Since the 1970s, WBUR has emerged as 
the most reliable, comprehensive source of 
news and information on the Boston broad- 
cast spectrum, offering a wide range of na- 
tional and international news from National 
Public Radio, the BBC, and other sources. 
Its local news coverage, though not exten- 
sive, is competent and thoughtful. What’s 
come to be the station’s signature program, 
though, is The Connection, a two-hour daily 
interview and call-in show hosted by that 


quintessential Bostonian Christopher Lydon.

m@ WGBH’’s latest foray into local television programming, Greater Boston, is 
anchored by Emily Rooney, once of WCVB Channel 5.

Yet now WBUR is trying to take The Con- 
nection national, running the risk of diluting 
its uniquely local character. 





WGBH-TV, meanwhile, has been strug- 
_ gling for decades to define exactly what its 
local presence should be, starting with the 














late Louis Lyons reading the news 

in the 1950s, ’60s, and ’70s, 
through The Reporters in the early 
70s, and, finally, The Ten O’Clock 
News — co-anchored, ironically, by 
Chris Lydon — whose run from 
1976 to 91 was second only to that 
of Lyons’s show. Following a period 
of retrenchment over the past six 
years, when the station’s only regu- 
lar local public-affairs shows have 
been The Group, the black-oriented 
Say Brother and the Latino-oriented 
La Plaza, ’GBH is at long last at- 
tempting to renew its commitment 
with Greater Boston. 

Both WGBH and WBUR are do- 
ing a generally capable job of serv- 
ing the local community, a concept 
that is itself more expansive than it 
would have been, say, 30 years ago: 
their signals reach well into south- 
ern New Hampshire, Central Mas- 
sachusetts, Cape Cod, and Rhode 
Island, with BUR getting a boost 
from three small stations on the 
Cape that simulcast its program- 
ming. The challenge, then, is for 
station managers to serve a com- 
munity that extends well beyond 
Boston and its immediate suburbs. 

At the same time, though, both 
operations could be doing more. 
And given what’s happening in else- 
where in broadcasting, it’s not un- 
reasonable to hold public stations to 
a higher standard. 

At commercial stations, cost-cut- 
ting and competitive pressures have 
turned local TV newscasts into crime- 
and-celebrity-drenched triviafests, 
their rapid pace owing more to 
MTV than to traditional journalistic 
imperatives. (New England Cable 
News deserves some credit for 
bucking the trend, but not everyone 
gets cable, and not everyone with 
cable can get NECN.) 

Talk radio, a populist, interactive 
medium both hailed and feared a 
short time ago, is shifting from lo- 
cally based, politically oriented hosts 
to syndicated entertainers. The only 
place left on the commercial dial for intelli- 
gent talk is The David Brudnoy Show, on 
WBZ (AM 1030). 

The result of these trends is a vacuum — 
or, to borrow the language of Newton Mi- 
now, the Kennedy-era FCC commissioner, a 
“vast wasteland” of rapid-fire, context-free 
headlines, murders, natural disasters, 
celebrities, and weather. And, of course, all 
O,]J., all the time. 

“The deterioration of avowedly commer- 
cial TV and radio news adds a special bur- 
den to public broadcasting,” says Norman 
Solomon, an analyst for Fairness & Accura- 
cy in Reporting (FAIR), a liberal media- 
watch group. Solomon and others, though, 
complain that public broadcasters are shying 
away from this burden. 

You’d think public TV would stand as a 
bulwark of seriousness. But public stations 
are on the defensive. When attacked by the 
Republican Congress, they fought back — 
effectively — by putting the emphasis on 
their excellent and uncontroversial children’s 
programming. Public TV rarely risks any- 
thing innovative in news and public affairs; 
its only nightly news show, The NewsHour 
with Jim Lehrer, is a tired, inside-the-Belt- 
way smorgasbord of talking heads. This 
cautiousness — and unwillingness or inabil- 
ity to spend money — extends to local sta- 
tions across the country. 

And WGBH, despite a tradition as the 
“Tiffany” station in the Public Broadcasting 
System, is no exception. ’GBH is a national 
powerhouse, producing shows such as 


























































@ WGBH enjoys a sterling reputation for national programming. But when it 
comes to local public-affairs shows, a whiff of angst was often in the air. In 
years past, Louis Lyons set the tone. His style was more reminiscent of 
Robert Frost than Ted Koppel. Alan Lupo headed a pesky group of grassroots 
investigators on a show called The Reporters. Christopher Lydon enjoyed the 
longest run with his show, The Ten O’Ciock News. It was replaced by The 
Group, a show that never really gelled. Originally intended to give voice to a 
wide variety of opinions, The Group quickly came to be dominated by sharp- 
tongued intellects like BU’s Christopher Ricks. What began as a populist ex- 


periment ended as a haven for insiders. 


Frontline (the one shining exception to 
PBS's public-affairs vacuum), Nova, This 
Old House, and Masterpiece Theatre, filling 
about one-third of PBS's prime-time line- 
up. But when it comes to local program- 
ming, WGBH’s call letters for most of the 
90s might as well have been AWOL. 

It's a shame, because if any station should 
take a leadership role, it's WGBH. After all, 
the station was the leading force in defining 
the role of public television. (See “Tradition 
& Tumult,” page 15.) Through legislation 
written by the 1967 Carnegie Commission 
on Public Broadcasting, which WGBH offi- 
cials helped create and then dominated, the 
narrow, educational mission of public broad- 
casting was replaced with a new philosophy 
that public television should “see America 
whole in all its diversity . . . to help us look at 


our achievements and difficulties, at our con- 


flicts and agreements, at our problems, and 
at the far reaches of our possibilities.” 
In the language of the 1990s, that mission 


might be described as fostering a public con- 
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versation; providing a forum in which civil 
society can express itself. Because the frac- 
tured, overworked, stressed-out culture in 
which we live clearly needs a common 
ground, a sounding board where we can talk 
out — and, it is to be hoped, talk through 
— the divisions and the bitterness that have 
come to define us. 


T THE studios of WBUR, Christopher 

Lydon is interviewing the scientist 
David Baltimore about new treatments for 
AIDS. On the other side of the glass, com- 
puters display the names of callers waiting to 
go on the air — or to “make the connec- 
tion,” as Lydon likes to say. 

Baltimore is a typically impressive guest 
on The Connection, which has hosted the 
Dalai Lama, Ross Perot, jazz drummer Max 
Roach, Pulitzer-winning novelist E. Annie 
Proulx, and local notables such as John Ker- 
ry, Ted Kennedy, and Bill Weld. 

The success of The Connection is ironic: it 
was Lydon who was co-anchor and impre- 
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sario-in-chief of The Ten O’Clock 
News. For anyone who watched him 
in his WGBH incarnation, Lydon’s 
transformation during the two years 
since The Connection went on the air 
is startling. Gone is the ponderous, 
elitist don of The Ten O’Clock News. 
In his place is a sharper, more focused 
Lydon, the (dare one say it?) populist 
Lydon whose guerrilla campaign for 
mayor of Boston in 1993 succeeded 
in moving public education to the top 
of the city’s agenda. It’s no exaggera- 
tion to say that Lydon finally found 
his voice in that campaign, when he 
promised rhetorically to “blow up” 
school-committee headquarters. 

Lydon’s success is a natural out- 
growth of an effort that began at 
WBUR nearly 20 years ago. Starting 
in the 1970s, general manager Jane 
Christo took what had been a tiny col- 
lege station owned by Boston Univer- 
sity and built it into a phenomenon 
with a $7 million annual budget. Ac- 
cording to its research, it attracts 
more than “400,000 listeners during 
any given week, making it one of the 
most popular stations in Boston. 

Christo, who could not be inter- 
viewed for this article because she was 
vacationing in Morocco, had one cru- 
cial insight: that there was a market 
for round-the-clock news and infor- 
mation. That insight enabled WBUR 
to capitalize five and a half years ago, 
when WEEI Radio (AM 850) 
switched from all news to all sports. 

And it enabled ’BUR to pull 
ahead of WGBH Radio (89.7 FM), 
which stuck with a mostly. music 
format while Christo filled WBUR’s 
schedule with everything that Na- 
tional Public Radio and other news 
services had to offer. 

The importance of NPR to the vi- 
tality of public radio can’t be exagger- 
ated. Starting with All Things Consid- 
ered, in 1973, and Morning Edition, in 
1979, NPR — despite criticism that 
it’s biased (a complaint voiced by both 
liberals and conservatives) and has be- 
come too mainstream — has grown 
into perhaps the most admired broadcast- 
news operation in the country, the true suc- 
cessor to the CBS legacy of Edward R. Mur- 
row and Walter Cronkite. 

WGBH Radio’s attempts to counter 
’BUR’s success have met with mixed results. 
Most famously, in the summer of 1995, it 
canceled Ron Della Chiesa’s afternoon Mu- 
sicAmerica, which its own surveys showed 
was not particularly popular, but which had 
a fanatically loyal band of followers (includ- 
ing 90 of the 100 members of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra). Della Chiesa now 
hosts a classical-music show in the morning, 
and MusicAmerica has been partially revived 
through an arrangement with a station in 
Plymouth. But the move created ill will that 
has never really dissipated. 

WGBH, in collaboration with the BBC, 
also created an international news program, 
The World, which is broadcast locally from 4 
to 5 p.m. and which has received mixed no- 
tices. And it broadcasts NPR offerings dur- 
ing drive time. Thus, unlike WBUR, with its 
strong news identity, WGBH is now stuck 
with a format of news at drive time, classical 
music during the day, and jazz at night, a 
mix that makes it difficult to build statjon 
identity and listener loyalty. 

The force, then, is clearly with WBUR. 
And The Connection is its proudest 
achievement. At its best, the show is Bos- 
ton’s civic forum, a place where citizens 
can talk abdut national and local issues, the 
serious and the trivial.

Yet station officials want to undo what 
makes The Connection special: they’re 
seeking to syndicate it to public stations 
across the country. Currently, The Con- 
nection is being carried in Western Massa- 
chusetts and Washington, DC. The Boston 
Globe’s Ed Siegel appeared to be hyper- 
ventilating last Friday when 
he asserted, with scant evi- 
dence, that The Connection is 
already starting to lose its lo- 
cal flavor. But if Lydon goes 
coast to coast, Siegel’s fears 
will surely become reality. “I 
don’t know how you talk 
about the Weld-Kerry race or 
the Red Sox when you go na- 
tional,” says one admirer 
who works in the broadcast- 
ing industry. 

You could argue, of course, 
that the subject matter of Ly- 
don’s shows are more often 
than not national and even in- 
ternational in scope. Why not 
go national? But even when 
the subject is, say, Bosnia, 
there’s something special 
about listening to your neigh- 
bors call in and voice their 
views. That’s a crucial differ- 
ence between The Connection 
and a program that doesn’t 
have an interactive compo- 
nent, such as Fresh Air, a 
first-rate arts-oriented inter- 
view show hosted by Terry 
Gross, of Philadelphia’s 
WHYY Radio. Thus, it’s not so much the. 
subject matter as it is the disruption of an 
ongoing local conversation that is threat- 
ened by WBUR’s ambitions. 

As the attempt to syndicate The Con- 
nection shows, WBUR’s priorities suggest 
national ambitions that rival those of 
WGBH.-TV. News director Sam Fleming 
asserts that 62 of the ’BUR’s 105 employ- 
ees work on local programming. But in 
fact, most of those people are employed by 
locally produced, nationally distributed 
shows such as Car Talk, a wild and won- 
derful program that’s only incidentally 
about cars, and Only a Game, a cerebral 
sports-talk show. The station employs just 
six full-time reporters (admittedly, more 
than any other Boston radio station, 
though that’s not saying much). And 
though those reporters are generally re- 
spected, their cut-ins to NPR do not add 
up to anything ap- 
proaching a comprehen- 
sive local newscast. 

In fact, for all the posi- 
tive attention WBUR has 
garnered, its line-up con- 
sists largely of national 
material: news shows 
from NPR and, to a lesser 
extent, Public Radio In- 
ternational and Monitor 
Radio; its own syndicated 
productions, as well as 
Fresh Air; and, madden- 
ingly, all that news from 
the BBC. “We know the 
accents are real, but 
somehow they seem pho- 
ny,” quips David Brud- 
noy. Yet BUR officials 
say their own surveys 
show the BBC is popular 
with Boston’s large community of immi- 
grants, especially those from the West In- 
dies and Eastern Europe. And plenty of 
Bostonians have been struck by the number 
of the city’s immigrant cab drivers who keep 
their radios tuned to 90.9. 

Station officials balk at the idea of start- 
ing, say, a daily half-hour local news 
show, arguing that listeners want a full 
range of international, national, and local 
news — plus weather, sports, and traffic 
— during whatever time segment they’re 
able to tune in. 

But though that reasoning may make 
sense for drive-time programming, other 
times would appear to offer more opportu- 
nity for experimentation. WBAI Radio, a 
public station in New York City, for in- 
stance, puts together a local-news broadcast 
with the help of Columbia journalism stu-

T’S POSSIBLE to quibble with WBUR’s 
priorities. But in the realm of news and 
public affairs, BUR is nevertheless consider- 
ably ahead of WGBH — not just the radio 

station, but the television station as well. 
And WGBH-TV’s near-absence following 
the cancellation of The Ten O’Clock News is 
not just a Boston phenomenon, but the re- 
flection of a national trend that has its roots 
in public-broadcasting governance as well as 
broader social and cultural changes. 

The Public Broadcasting System (PBS) 
was established as a decentralized televi- 
sion network whose pro- 
gramming is supplied by 
member stations, many of 
which are run like little 
fiefdoms, conscious of 
their turf and prerogatives. 
Danny Schechter, of Glob- 
alvision, an independent 
production company in 
New York that has had 
trouble getting PBS to pick 
up shows such as its hu- 
man-rights series, Rights & 
Wrongs, quips that “Bill 
Moyers once told me, ‘If 
you think the war in the 
Balkans is bad, consider what would hap- 
pen if you armed the PBS stations.’” By 
contrast, the 1967 Public Broadcasting Act 
established NPR as a centralized operation 
with a clear mandate to produce news and 
public-affairs programming. 

Then, too, public television has been beset 
by competition from cable, VCRs, and the 
Internet; public radio has benefited from the 
decline of commercial competition, as well as 
from a trend toward long commutes and 
longer days at the office, where people find it 
easier to listen to radio than watch television. 

Give such obstacles, WGBH deserves 
praise for making a renewed commitment to 
local programming. In fact, Greater Boston 
is just one of three new locally oriented 
shows. The others: Greater Boston Arts, a 
monthly arts-scene show that debuted on 
January 16; and The Long & Short of It, a 
weekly political talkfest starring the diminu- 
tive former secretary of Labor, Robert Re- 
ich, and the elongated former Republican 
senator from Wyoming, Alan Simpson. (Full 
disclosure: the Reich-Simpson show is 
sponsored by the Boston Phoenix.) 

But it’s Greater Boston that will (or won’t) 
get ’GBH back onto the local-public-affairs 
map. Rooney and WGBH officials know 
how high the expectations 
are. That’s why they warn 
that the half-hour show is 
not intended as a substi- 
tute for The Ten O'Clock 
News. 

Most of the action takes 
place in the studio, mak- 
ing it considerably cheaper 
— about $750,000 per 
year as opposed to up- 
wards of $3 million for the 
News. (Indeed, WGBH’s 
local-programming budget 
is just $5 million, out of a 
total of $143 million for 
the WGBH Educational 
Foundation, which in- 
cludes both television sta- 
tions, a sister station in 
Springfield, and WGBH.) 

Then, too, Greater Bos- 
ton is intended as a magazine-style show, 
not a newscast. Some of the lighter topics 
wouldn’t be out of place on WCVB’s 
Chronicle, which Greater Boston executive 
producer Judy Stoia helped get off the 
ground 15 years ago. Others — such as the 
Charles Murray interview and media chit- 
chat with Nieman Foundation curator Bill 
Kovach — aim for more highbrow appeal. 

The show will also feature a range of free- 
lance contributors, including advertising ex- 
ecutive John Carroll, political analyst Lou 
DiNatale, and veteran Boston TV personali- 
ty/producer Robin Young. 

For Rooney, the show is a chance at a 
fresh start and some measure of redemption. 
Well regarded as the news director of 
WCVB, she was lured to New York in 1993 
to become the executive producer of ABC’s 
World News Tonight. Less than a year later

she was fired, with Rooney’s detractors 
charging that she wasn’t prepared for the big 
time, and her supporters countering that she 
was done in by a boys’-club atmosphere in 
which important people — including anchor 
Peter Jennings — were unwilling to listen to 
a strong-minded woman from the provinces. 

“It was extremely painful,” Rooney says. 
“It’s only recently that I stopped thinking 
about it all the time.” 


FTER LEAVING ABC, Rooney worked 

for Fox News, most recently as political 
director. That job was set to expire last fall, 
So when her former WCVB colleague Stoia 
asked if she wanted to host a new public-af-

fairs show, Rooney was intrigued. She liked 
New York, but her husband, Kirby Perkins, 
was still a reporter at WCVB. She had rarely 
worked in front of the camera, but she was 
willing to give it a try. 

We’re sitting in a small, windowless con- 
ference room at WGBH headquarters, in 
Allston. She’s trying to be cooperative, but 
she’s clearly uncomfortable talking about 
herself and her goals. “I hope that we can 
provide thoughtful discussions about impor- 
tant issues,” she offers. 

Fans of the old Ten O’Clock News may 
not like Greater Boston immediately — or 
ever. The higher production standards and 
less-than-monumental topics such as the 
Super Bowl will no doubt lead to charges 
that WGBH is more interested in attracting 
large numbers of viewers than in striking a 
high-minded tone. 

But though there’s surely something to be 
said for high-mindedness, a show needs an 
audience to survive, even in public broad- 
casting. It’s not a matter of dumping the 
high-mindedness; it’s a matter of communi- 
cating with people rather than talking down 
to them. Chris Lydon learned that lesson in 
making the transition from diffident TV 
newsman. to dynamic radio talk host. 

“If you completely ignore the conventions 
of television, you will fail,” says Steve Bass, 
WGBH’s vice-president and general manag- 
er. “But if we swing all the way over and 
adopt all the conventions of commercial 
television, then we will equally be a failure.” 

It’s a balancing act, and Rooney sounds 
like she understands that. 

“Public broadcasting has a way to go,” 
she says. “This is an attempt to appeal to a 
broader audience.” Adds Judy Stoia: “Public 
radio figured out how to make the best use 
of the medium, and has been enormously in- 
novative. On the television side, locally, we 
should do so well.” 

Bob Ferrante’s experience gives him an 
unusually broad perspective. An 1 1-year vet- 
eran of WGBH, where he helped create The 
Ten O'Clock News, Ferrante today is execu- 
tive producer of NPR’s Morning Edition. 
He’s worked in commercial television as 
well, including a stint at CBS. He gives 
WGBH credit for putting together Greater 
Boston, and says the question of how to 
serve the community is always a dilemma. 

“I think in public broadcasting, no matter 
what you do, you'll be accused of being un- 
responsive to the local community unless 
you directly respond to the community that’s 
complaining. So it’s almost a no-win situa- 
tion,” Ferrante says. 

“This is a very, very volatile time in broad- 
casting and in journalism, and I think we’re 
all trying to find our way.” . ye

Tradition & tumult 


Public broadcasting’s tone may be tweedy, 


but the internal politics can be treacherous 





he WGBH Educational Foundation has 
been defined by opposing impulses 
from the start. It’s a universally admired 
center of excellence for national program- 
ming. But it’s long been accused of 
cheapness and high-handedness when it 
comes to serving the local community. 
WGBH-TV and WGBH Radio were 
founded in the 1950s by Ralph Lowell (of 
the Lowells), with the help of Greater Bos- 
ton’s universities and cultural institutions. 
In the mid 1960s, Lowell proposed that 
President Johnson create a panel to 
study new models for public broadcast- 
ing. The resuit — the Carnegie Commis- 
sion on Educational Television — was 
stocked with WGBH officials and friends. 
The Carnegie Commission recom- 
mended the creation of the Corporation 





for Public Broadcasting (CPB), which was 
to fund public stations, and which was 
supposed to be insulated from political 
pressures. Unfortunately, a proposal to 
raise money for the CPB with a two per- 
cent tax on television sets went nowhere, 
and the commission opted instead for di- 
rect congressional funding, the source of 
so many problems over the intervening 
two-plus decades. 

Legislation recommended by the com- 
mission also created the Public Broad- 


| casting System (PBS) and, following 


some furious last-minute lobbying by the 
managers of educational radio stations, 
National Public Radio (NPR). 

The CPB and PBS were both dominated 
by WGBH alumni, and WGBH itself be-

public stations: closed-captioning services 
for the hearing-impaired, audio enhance- 
ments for the blind, CD-ROMs, and com- 
mercial spinoffs such as its association 
with the Learningsmith stores. 

At the same time, though, WGBH de- 


veloped something of a mercenary repu- | 
tation.

underwriting. 

“If someone came along with a half-mil- 
lion dollars and said, ‘Hey, let’s do a doc- 
umentary on “The Phillips Screwdriver, a

came interesting,” snipes an independent 
producer who’s worked with "GBH. 

This atmosphere has long affected 
WGBH’s relationship with the community 
it serves. 

In his book Public Radio and Television 
in America: A Political History (Sage, 
1996), Long Island University journalism 
professor Ralph Engelman reports that 
American Playhouse, produced by 
WGBH, once canceled a $400,000 grant 
to make a show on union organizing in 


‘GBH at the time: James Lowell, a de- 


| scendant of the city’s founders. 
In 1980, the Committee To Make Public | 





Broadcasting Public filed a complaint with 
the US Commission on Civil Rights, 
charging that ’GBH was violating equal- 
opportunity laws and ignoring local pro- 
gramming so that it could pursue national 
glory. The complaint went nowhere. 
Throughout this time, WGBH offered 
various forms of local news that were of- 


ten praised, generally thoughtful, and- 


rarely watched. The late Louis Lyons read

of any graphics or filmed reports — which 
was just the way he liked it. From 1970 to 
’73, WGBH broadcast The Reporters, 
which focused on neighborhood, local, 
and state issues; The Ten O’Clock News 
made its debut in 1976.

the burgeoning optimism about new drug treatinents 


Protease inhibitors are helping fight AIDS. 
But as patients live longer, there are new burdens. 


At risk

MERICA’S AIDS EPIDEMIC 
looks very different today than 
it did 18 months ago. In late 
January, health officials reported that 
for the first time since 1981, the AIDS 
mortality rate in New York City had 
dropped dramatically, down 30 per- 
cent from 1995. (New York has 16 
percent of all AIDS cases nationwide.) 
And Boston is showing similar signs: 
although citywide statistics are not yet 
available, local AIDS organizations 
have noticed sharp declines in deaths 
from AIDS. In several major cities, in- 
cluding Boston, AIDS hospices are 
shutting down, their cascloads shrink- 
ing as fewer patients fall critically ill. 
The shift is partly due to the rise of 
protease inhibitors, the latest class of 
anti-AIDS drugs, which have been her- 
alded by some as the beginning of the 
end of the AIDS epidemic in this coun- 
try. Although they’re certainly not close 
to representing a cure, the new drugs 
have prolonged the lives of 
thousands of people, reducing 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus in their blood to unde- 
tectable levels. 
To be sure, protease in- 
hibitors are not about to save 
the HIV community (see “Not 
a Miracle for Everyone,” in 
Styles, page 6). For some peo- 
ple, they don’t work at all; for 
others, they cause intolerable 
side effects. And even if they 
suppress HIV, the virus itself 
could still be communicable. 
Meanwhile, AIDS service or- 
ganizations are allowing them- 
selves a cautious optimism: geared for 
so long to treating clients as terminal- 
ly ill, they are shifting their thinking 
and expanding their services to treat 
many of their clients as if they were 
chronically ill. 
This is the flip side to the good news 
about the new drugs: fewer people dy- 


ing means more people needing long- 
term care. The wonder drugs — even 
when they work as they’re supposed to 
— have put more pressure than ever 
on those who care for people with HIV 
and AIDS. As mortality rates decline 
and treatments and legal issues be- 
come more complicated, AIDS service 
groups and health centers must stretch 
their resources to provide more ser- 
vices to meet their clients’ increasingly 
complex demands. 

The AIDS Action Committee (AAC) 
is the largest AIDS service organization 
in New England. Until a few years ago, 
the number of HIV-positive people 
registered with it grew only gradually, 


. as the number of new registrants was 


almost matched by the number of dy- 
ing ones. But in the last year, the death 
rate among AAC clients has halved, 
and the client load has now reached an 
unprecedented 1600.

utive director, says the AAC is provid- 
ing more people with the old services 
— access to decent health care, finan- 
cial aid, housing, and meals — and 
scrambling to deal with new problems 
the protease inhibitors bring. 

“In some areas,” he says, “the staff is 
working longer and harder than ever. ” 


In addition to providing career and psy- 
chological counscling, staffers help 
clients gain access to the new treatments, 
or stick to grucling |2-to-40-pill-a-day 
regimens, or handle re-cvaluations of 
medical-insurance policies. 

“With the number of clients we 
have, it’s getting harder to provide 
services,” says Mary Clark, manager 
of the AAC’s financial and legal ser- 
vices. “The issues people have are 
more complex now.” 

Eighteen months ago, Ryan 
Chavez, the AAC’s associate director 
of housing services, was finding 
homes for some 15 HIV-positive 
low-income clients a month. Now, 
he makes only two placements a 
month, and he’s stopped accepting 
new applicants. Housing is no longer 
a short-term need for many of his 
clients, whose improved health 
means apartments turn over less fre- 
quently, which puts extra pressure 
on his resources. 

Now, when Chavez makes 
a placement; he makes it for 
what could be years. Natural- 
ly, this pleases him, but he 
wonders how he can help the 
350 people still waiting for a 
spot in one of the AAC’s three 
residences. Some of those 
people have to choose be- 
tween food and medication 
right now. “The demands on 
us are greater now than they 
have ever been,” Chavez says. 

Other of Boston’s AIDS 
service providers face similar 
pressures. The Boston Living 
Center, which offers education, sup- 
port services, and meals for 1000 
HIV-positive people, mostly from in- 
ner-city neighborhoods, is now 
adding three new clients a week. 

About a year ago, the center’s 
clients would show up for one, 
maybe two meals a week; now, says 
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program director Kristine Grimes, the lunchroom is / haf 
crowded every day.

In the fall of 1995, when the FCHC was 
beginning its protease-inhibitor trials, between five and 15 
of its patients were in the hospital at any one time. Now 
only one patient is that ill. Before the center introduced Saturday, Februar, 
the therapies to its patients, it had been losing one patient DIVER Wi f th 1996 
a month. In the last six months of 1996, only two of its ‘ inner O e 
patients died. : 
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Acting executive director Dr. Stephen Boswell says the 
medical treatments for HIV-positive patients are now more 
complicated than ever. “We don’t have adequate support 
services to make sure people take their doses correctly,” he 
says. “Management of people with HIV infections is becom- 
ing phenomenally complicated. Trying to keep people up to 
date about new therapies is almost a full-time job.” So com- 
plex has treatment become, says Boswell, that he doubts the 
average general practitioner can even manage the disease 
anymore, which further burdens centers like the Fenway. 

But stretching resources to deliver more services to more 
clients doesn’t bother service providers half as much as what 
they fear might happen in the future: that new treatments 
will make the general public relaxed enough about AIDS to 
reduce support for those who have. it. 

Keeping the disease on the front page has been crucial to 
AIDS fundraising till now, but, lately, front pages have 
been devoted to protease inhibitors. In November, the New 
York Times Magazine’s cover story, by Andrew Sullivan, 
was called “When Plagues End: Notes from the Twilight of 
an Epidemic.” A month later, the Times magazine ran an- 
other cover devoted to “How Breast Cancer Became This 
Year’s Hot Charity.” Even without such prompting, the av- 
erage person’s resolution had begun to slip: contributions 
to the Massachusetts AIDS tax fund (to which residents 
may contribute on their tax forms) dropped from $324,469 
in 1994 to $222,971 last year. 

“Our fear is that [optimism about the new drugs] will re- 
duce funding sources in the private sector, where people 
change their priorities or move on,” says Mariel Gonzales, 
director of development at the Boston Living Center. “So 
we're writing to our current donors and saying we're still 
cautious, and that the new drugs bring their own set of 
problems for us to deal with.” 

Stephen Boswell, who is also an advocate for public fund- 
ing with the AIDS Budget Legislative Project, says he has 
scen a shift among politicians, too: “While this state has 
been very supportive of the needs of people with HIV, | 

~ sense a decrease in the sense of urgency, and that has me 
very concerned.” 

In recent meetings with legislators, Boswell has noticed 
that if they’re interested in HIV, their attention is focused al- 
most solely on protease inhibitors and less on patients’ other 
urgent needs. But even patients for whom the drugs are 
working, Boswell says, need more support than ever. 

“My fear is that most of the dollars we get will go into 
making the new drugs available,” he says, “and not to creat- 
ing an infrastructure to make sure people are taking them 
properly.” And if people aren't taking the protease inhibitors 
properly — not taking pills on schedule, for example — or if 
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And Menino just added $250,000 to the AAC’s coffers. For 
Kessler, diminished resources are the least of the protease in- 
hibitors’ negative side effects. 

The worst imaginable consequence of the current pro- 
tease-induced optimism, for Kessler, is the possibility that 
the AAC’s client load will continue to burgeon — not with 
long-term survivors, but with first-time clients. The drugs, 
Kessler fears, are making many people complacent. As news 
of the drugs’ effectiveness spreads, Kessler has noticed 
young people relaxing their safe-sex practices, seeing the 
drugs as a kind of morning-after pill. “The group I’m most 
worried about,” he says, “is not potential donors, but poten- 
tial clients.” 

And the fact that HIV, even if undetectable in the blood, 
could still be present in semen — and communicable — is 
not getting through to people, says Boswell. Some of his pa- 
tients come into the health center wondering why they still 
have to practice safe sex with the virus apparently gone. 

And if the people taking those risks are the same people 
who have used protease inhibitors inconsistently, the 
strains of HIV they pass on to their partners could be vir- 
tually invincible.

ALL IT THE Gore prequel. 
In the moral fog surrounding 











Bill Clinton’s re-election, per- 
haps the brightest ray of hope was the 
prospect that Clinton’s lifelong cam- 
paign would finally come to an end. 
Unable to serve another term as presi- 
dent,. Clinton would pander no more 
and now nobly govern his way into 
history. He would take risks, venture 
tough decisions that might have been 
hard to defend during campaign sea- 
son. God forbid, he might even offend 
somebody. 

Don’t count on it. More and more, 
we're learning the extent to which the 
Clinton White House has become a ve- 
hicle for Vice-President Al Gore's elec- 
tion in the year 2000. This isn’t Clin- 
ton’s last term — it’s Gore’s audition. 

How much are thoughts of Gore 
2000 influencing the current adminis- 
tration? Consider this statement by 
Clinton as recounted by Dick Morris, 
the president’s disgraced strategist, in 
his recent book, Behind the White 
House: 


“I just want you to know that 1 
will work ceaselessly, ceaselessly, 
to be sure that Al Gore is the 
presidential nominee of the 
Democratic party in 2000, with- 
out a primary if at all possible. 
Ceaselessly.” 


A Clinton aide, quoted recently in 
Newsweek, explained one way this at- 
titude has manifested itself: “The 
President doesn’t make a decision 
without consulting Gore. He just 
doesn’t.” 


What’s more, the White House staff 
' and the Democratic National Com- 


mittee are already filling up with Gore 
loyalists, who are determined to see 
their man get to the top and give them 
jobs when he does. 

To some extent, this is natural in 
our electoral system: the party in pow- 
er wants to stay there, and is often un- 
willing to disturb the status quo. But 
for many voters, a second Clinton 
term seemed to hold the promise of 
big things. Perhaps that’s because we 
have always felt Clinton, deep down, 
| was capable of real leadership but 
| wasn't willing to make enemies before 
| an election. Or maybe it’s just that we 
feel Clinton’s vanity demands he do 
| something of greater historical signifi- 
| cance than suck up to soccer moms. 
| Either way, the thinking was that 
Clinton, freed from campaign anxiety, 
might take some risks to fix thorny 
problems facing the country, such as 
Medicare and Social Security, without 
worrying about being accused of 
“stealing” from seniors. He could fi- 
nally make good on his big pledges of 
investment in education and worker 
| training without worrying about being 
called a tax-and-spend liberal. Clinton 
could even fight to repair the meanest 
elements of the welfare reform passed 
in the last Congress. 

The Gore factor, however, pours 
glue all over this scenario. Gore has

always been thought of as especially 
close to Clinton. But with all the talk 
now about the year 2000 and Gore's 
wonderful influence in the White 
House — on issues from Bosnia to 
the Internet — by the time the next 
campaign comes it will be nearly im- 
possible to dissociate Gore from Clin- 
ton’s record. 

That means any politically risky ac- 
tion by Clinton must be considered 
not only in light of the national good, 
but also in light of its effect on Gore’s 
presidential campaign. That’s hardly a 
blueprint for bold leadership. 

Perhaps even more discouraging is 
Clinton’s hope — no doubt shared by 
the Gore camp — that there will be 
no primary challenge to the vice-pres- 
ident. In the 96 election, it was Clin- 
ton’s determination to thwart any pri- 
mary opposition that kicked his 
fundraising machine into dangerously 
high gear, forcing the administration 
into an orgy of access-selling. With 
the financial pressure of a candidacy 
— and of scaring off challengers — 
how enthusiastic could Al Gore be 
about campaign-finance reform? 

& 

Meanwhile, Gore’s succession to the 
presidency is being smoothed a little by 
one of his most prominent cheerlead- 
ers, New Republic owner Martin 
Peretz. Peretz, who lectures in social 
studies at Harvard, was won over bya 
freshman named Gore in his seminar 
some 30 years ago, and the two have 
remained friends since. Just this sum- 
mer, the Gores crashed at Peretz’s 
house in Truro for a few days. 

Peretz has never been embarrassed 
about lavishing praise upon Gore in 
the pages of his magazine (“a gen- 


uinely serious man of ideas with a 
view of the future both bolder and 
more nuanccd than any other person 
in public life”). Now, with the Gore- 
coronation effort underway, Peretz is 
actually spinning for the VP as a 
newspaper source and on television. 
Last week on CNN’s Inside Politics, 
for instance, Peretz maintained that 
Gore “has not been touched” by any 
of the fundraising scandals sur- 
rounding the 1996 Clinton-Gore 
campaign, which is simply an exer- 
cise in denial. 

Now Peretz is owning up in a col- 
umn titled “Al Pal,” in the current issue 
of TNR (disclosure: | worked there for 
a year). “Maybe you've noticed: these 
are my fifteen minutes,” he writes of 
his increasingly ubiquitous Gore boost- 
erism. For his candidate he issues typi- 
cally subdued praise: “He is a man 
rooted in the oldest idea of our civiliza- 
tion. And also in the newest idea of our 
civilization.” 

Peretz, too, gets at the dilemma 
faced by this president-in-waiting. 
“Myself, | tend to be selective in see- 
ing Gore’s fingerprints on Clinton’s 
policies,” he writes. “Mostly I see 
them on policies I like. The policies | 
don’t like, | think my friend had noth- 
ing to do with.” 

Of course, Bill Clinton and Al Gore 
realize that few people will have such 
a rosy view come 2000. Which is why 
the two may simply be treading water 
for four more years. 

Clubby Washington can get pretty 
foul. At a swank black-tie gathering of 
more than 500 ultrapowerful DC in- 
siders last month, Senator Jay Rocke-

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feller (D—West Virginia) was at the podi- 
um. “I just got back from Indonesia,” 
Rockefeller said, “and boy, are my arms 
tired.” At that, the senator turned to Presi- 
dent Clinton, seated nearby, and handed 
him a silver suitcase. “Next time, Mr. Pres- 
ident, carry your own money.” 

A pretty good gag. But it just confirms 
the clichés about the arrogance and de- 
tachment that marks life inside the Belt- 
way. And it doesn’t make any easier the al- 
ready difficult job of believing that Presi- 
dent Clinton takes the fundraising scandals 
in his administration seriously enough. 

The event was the annual Alfalfa Club 
dinner, a gathering of senators, Supreme 
Court justices, billionaires, and. other 
mighty Washington creatures. At the podi- 
um later was would-be presidential candi- 
date Colin Powell, who ribbed Clinton for 
“Whitewater and Filegate and Travelgate” 
and the whole fundraising morass. Much 
laughter; a good time had by all. Never 
mind that some think these scandals 
threaten a government crisis unseen since 
the Nixon era. 

Anyone convinced the Washington estab- 
lishment has a skewed perspective need look 
no further than the fact that it finds these 
subjects appropriate for public humor. 

= 

Speaking of inappropriate humor. . . 
Given the competing spectacle in Los An- 
geles, Bill Clinton could have cracked one 
of the great jokes of the 20th century if he 
had taken the podium for his State of the 
Union address Tuesday night and simply 
said: “Guilty.” 

No such luck, of course. Instead, the 
president forwent Juice comment fora 
trademark speech that blended small pro- 
posals with sweeping rhetoric about the na- 


tional character. With the verdict in the 
civil trail of O.J. Simpson imminent, it was 
a little hard to bear. 

The highlight: copious attention to edu- 
cation. If Clinton’s serious about the histo- 
ry books, he’s right to start here. 

The lowlight: scant treatment of the 


threat posed by loose nukes in the hands of 


terrorists and dictators. Americans don't 
know enough about that danger, and 
should demand more action. 

Perhaps most interesting was the Repub- 
lican response, delivered by Representative 
J.C. Watts, of Oklahoma. (As the lone 
black Republican in Congress, Watts gets 
more promotion than a summer block- 
buster movie.) 

His speech was a surprisingly non-bipar- 
tisan nod to his party's right flank, and cut 
a striking contrast to Clinton’s bland tech- 
nocratism. Watts pointedly warned against 
“phony compromise.” And you don’t won- 
der who he had in mind when he spoke of 
“a moral responsibility to offer more than 
poll-tested phrases and a winning smile.” 

Beyond flashing that sharp edge, Watts 
also trumpeted red-meat conservative is- 
sues that offer little hope of Democratic co- 
operation: sweeping tax cuts, a balanced- 
budget amendment, and a particularly reli- 
gious version of “family values.” (His 
speech was loaded with religious refer- 
ences: Watts said the budget deficit is 
“more than a shame, it’s a sin” and de- 
clared that “we must be a people of prayer” 
before wrapping up with an “amen.”) In an 
era of supposed bipartisanship, the tone of 
Watts’s speech suggests the Republicans in- 
tend to yield little of their ideological 
ground in round two of Clinton v. Congress.

pro-choicers are not cheery about the out- 
look for °97. 

House Speaker Tom Finneran (D-Mat- 
tapan), a firm pro-lifer, has filled the ranks 
of the legislature’s joint Judiciary Commit- 
tee with like-minded reps. Chairing the 
committee, which serves as Beacon Hill's 
gateway for abortion legislation, is Repre- 
sentative John H. Rogers (D-Norwood), a 
leading abortion opponent and a backer of 
a ban on late-term “partial-birth abor- 
tions,” the controversial procedure that’s 
become a front in the national abortion- 
rights battle. 

Last year, the state legislature passed a 
toothless ban on state funding for em- 
ployees’ partial-birth abortions, but a 
new bill banning the procedure outright 
could surface in the coming months, ac- 
cording to Melissa Kogut, executive di- 
rector of Mass NARAL, the state affiliate

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of the National Abortion and Reproduc- 
tive Rights Action League. Although 
Governor Weld likely would veto such a 
bill, Kogut says his exact position re- 
mains unclear. 

Even if laws limiting choice don’t emerge 
from the legislature this year, Kogut says, 
the makeup of the Judiciary Committee will 
be an obstacle to any pro-choice legislation 
— such as a proposal that would require 
women under 18 to obtain consent from 
just one parent instead of two, as currently 
stipulated by state law. 

But NARAL is still thankful for the re- 
peal last year of a long-standing ban on the 
use of state funds (in the form of health in- 
surance) to pay for abortions for state and 
municipal employees. 

x 

The Clinton Administration has been 
doing a good job of trying to turn public 
servants into convicts. Here in Massachu- 
setts, one man is looking to reverse that 
process. 

The state’s newest candidate for gover- 
nor is one Luis D. Perez, prisoner number 
W-33937 in Norfolk’s Bay State Correc- 
tional Center. Perez, who is serving a life 
sentence for murder, has designated a 
bank for his campaign funds with the 
state Office of Campaign and Political Fi- 
nance, and has even issued a crude press 
release: “Iam a poor person and a candi- 
date without having strings attached to 
my political campaign,” it reads.

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THE STRAIGHT DOPE

Often I hear people complaining about their bones or joints 
hurting when they think the weather is going to change. Is there 
any truth to this? Can people really tell when the weather is 
going to change, or is this just some psychological phenomenon 
that has people feeling ghost pains when they hear a cold front 
is coming in? 

Ann R. 
McAllen, Texas 


Medical opinion is divided on this question. The most com- 
monly expressed views may be summarized as follows: 

1) Yes, people can tell when the weather is changing 
because their joints ache. 

2) No, they can’t. 

3) Some say yes, some say no. More research is needed. 

4) You talking to me? 


But don’t be too critical. We’ve had only about 2000 years 
to work on this. (Actually, it’s been 2400 years; in 400 BC, 
Hippocrates discussed the effect of weather on chronic dis- 
eases.) One more large grant, and we'll have it for sure. 

Many — perhaps most — people with arthritis and other 
chronic joint ailments say their symptoms are affected by the 
weather. Their doctors tend to believe them, going so far as to 
advise those with the most intractable pain to move to a warm, 
dry climate. 

At the same time, you get various fonts of negativity saying 
this is all bunk. For example, Donald Redelmeier and Amos 
Tversky note in a 1996 paper that: 

1) “No study using objective measures of inflammation has 
found positive results.” 

2) In studies using subjective measures of pain (i.e., as 
reported by the sufferers), “some find that an increase in baro- 
metric pressure tends to increase pain, others find it tends to 
decrease pain, and others find no association.” 

3) “Some investigators argue that only a simultaneous 
change in pressure and humidity influences arthritis pain, but 
others find no such pattern.” 

You see what I’m saying. We’re not making much progress. 
And I'll tell you why we’re not making much progress. 
Because guys like Redelmeier and Tversky come along and 
make sweeping pronouncements on the basis of minimal evi- 
dence. Having kissed off the previous 30 years’ worth of 
research, R&T proceed to do their own investigation, which is 
larded with sentences such as “The mean of these correlations 
was 0.016 and none was significant at P < 0.05.” Conclusion: 
the weather/joint-pain connection is BS. Surprise factor in 
this result: zero. Total number of patients tested: 18. 

Eighteen! Goddammit, boys, we’re not going to settle 2000 
years’ worth of argument by testing 18 lousy patients! 
(Speaking metaphorically, of course. I’m sure the testees were 
by and large insect-free.) 

To which one might reply, nice talk coming from somebody 
who’s notorious for generalizing on the basis of one experi- 
ment in the backyard. Well, sure. But I’m writing for the news- 
papers, where most research consists of interviewing people in 
taverns. R&T are writing in the Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

Another problem is that everybody who looks into this 
seems to be testing something different. Are we talking about 
indoor climate or outdoor climate? Forecasting the weather or 
reacting to it? High or low pressure/temperature/humidity or 
changing conditions? 

You probably figure I’m building up to my usual lament 
about the sorry state of medical research. Well, no. The situa- 
tion actually is less confused than some people make out. 
You'll recall R&T’s comment that we can’t tell whether an 
increase in barometric pressure increases pain, reduces pain, 
or doesn’t do anything. To illustrate, they cited four studies. | 
was able to get my hands on three of them. 

Turns out they misread the research. All three studies agree 
that an increase in barometric pressure is linked to an increase 
in pain in rheumatoid-arthritis sufferers. Maybe not what you 
were expecting, since the popular idea is that aching joints 
herald storms, i.e., low pressure. But at least we’re not obliged 
to believe that generations of arthritics have been making the 
whole thing up. we

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Renowned psychoanalyst James Hillman looks beyond what 
he considers the perilous self-absorption of therapy to the 
powers and virtues that we really need to cultivate: a 
feeling for ancestors, a sense of our shared dilemmas, and 
a willingness to serve others, to be outraged, and to mourn. 


Soul man 


JAMES HILLMAN’S growing celebrity, at an age when 
most people are considering retirement, is due partly to his 
1992 book with Michael Ventura, We’ve Had 100 Years of 
Psychotherapy and the World's Getting Worse 
(HarperCollins), and partly to the success in recent years of 
Thomas Moore's books, from Care of the Soul on down. 
Moore draws heavily on Hillman’s adventurous and difficult 
writings on Jungian psychology — some 22 volumes in all, not 
counting collections he has edited. Nearly all the current 
interest in “soul” as an aspect of everyday life is influenced by 
Hillman; and Hillman’s notion of soul is steeped in mythology 
and aesthetics and mysticism. 

Hillman’s new book, The Soul’s Code (Random House), is 
an elaboration on the idea that one's calling in life is inborn, 
and that the point of life is to wrestle that calling into the world. 
He offers a new perspective on the human psyche and a 
critique of the ways it is abused and misconceived, both by the 
psychological profession and by a culture that is losing the 
ability to think about itself in anything but the language of 
psychotherapy. 

Hillman assaults the distinction between the world out there 
and the world in here — a distinction whose hardening he 
counts as one of the main sins of the therapy business. That 
dualism does us a disservice, he claims, both because it 
reduces the richness of our interior lives and because it 
alienates us from a world that is desperately in need of our 
attentions — just as we need its sensuous pleasures. 


Q: /t seems to me that you speak against a certain kind of 
isolation — the isolation of psychotherapy, which presumes we 
are bounded by our subjectivity, by our will and desire on one 
hand and the influence of our parents on the other. 


A: I'd put it this way: psychotherapy, or at least our 
psychological consciousness, has exaggerated the importance 
of self-searching to find out who you are, and neglected what 
the world wants from you as just as valid a way of finding out 
who you are. What do people find you useful for? Why do they 
like to be around you? That's also a part of calling. It isn’t just 
going into a room and sitting down on a vision quest to find out 
> who you really need to be. That's one way. But therapy has 
emphasized that and neglected what the world wants from 
you. What you’re here to serve. 

One thing you're here to serve is your ancestors. And that 
doesn't mean necessarily your genetic ancestors. The 
ancestors as a tribal notion. 

I've also talked about the cost of ugliness, the cost of that 
sense that I’m abused by the daily life that | lead in a suburb, in 
an office building with the machinery going on: air conditioners, 
lights, the absence of windows. You spend your life in a place 
like that in order to get your pension. That's slavery. If | stay 
long enough with this Roman master, or this Mississippi master, 
| will be freed. It's the same thinking. And therapy, does not, 


address this. When | say therapy, | mean the theory of therapy. 
Naturally, individual therapy sessions and individual therapists 
may do all kinds of things, and there are well-intentioned 
people. But the theory of therapy doesn’t address these things. 


Q: You talk about the cult of victimization that’s typified so 
much of recent therapy as the shadow side of the individualist 
ethic, the myth of self-made men and women. 


A: | have been very perplexed by our cult of victimization. 
President Clinton is proposing that we write it into the 
Constitution, the Bill of Rights — that we have an amendment 
on victims’ rights. That's extraordinary for a heroic culture. It 
establishes the victim as a. . . what? A noble person in the 
society? One of the Mount Rushmore figures? It also justifies 
our striking out, striking back. The rest of the world sees [the 
US] as a pretty loose cannon. We've sent troops wherever we 
wanted. And now we've just added to our defense bill $11 
billion more than even Clinton wanted. 

Well, if I'm a poor victim, if I've been abused, revenge will be 
important to me. Getting mine back. | see it as a kind of crazy 
way Of justifying the heroic side. The radical, violent side — 
“you see, I'm not really a brute, I’m a victim. And what I’m 
doing to other people is because I'm a victim.” It’s perverse. It's 
much better to say, “| bombed all these people in Iraq. | did this 
and | did that,” and then go through the remorse for that 
victory, than it is to imagine ourselves as victims. Because that 
justifies all kinds of revenge. 


Q: In this country we have no vocabulary for talking about 
that sense of victimization in terms of politics, in terms of 
society, in terms of economics, in terms of architecture. And so 
it gets projected into this powerful and — thanks partly to the 
influence of psychotherapy — utterly personal archetype. 


A: Exactly. It seems to me that the ideas of 
psychotherapy are some of the most pernicious ideas now 
affecting the culture. 


Q: What are some of those ideas? 


A: That you are a result of the past. That is, history is 
causality. Therefore, the strongest cause will be the earliest 
cause, because it starts the chain. That's one. Second is that 
personal feeling is equal to history, thought, knowledge. 
Opinion is equal to knowledge. That justifies anything. And 
kids are taught that early in school now, to have an opinion 
about all kinds of things. And if you don’t have an opinion, well, 
how do you fee/ about it? 


Q: And your opinions and feelings are valid no matter what. 


;, Az, No, matter what.: That's.confirmation of subjectivity, the

overvaluation of subjectivity. Now, | understand that, because 
it's a reaction against the overvaluation of scientific objectivity. 
But there must be something else besides those two extremes, 
just like there must be something else between heroic 
individualism and victimization. 

Let's just change the name of the patient from “patient” to 
“citizen.” What happens if you imagine the person in the other 
chair as primarily a citizen before a patient, before a client, 


‘ before an analysand, before anything else? Then the 


conversation is going to be different, too: in what way are you 
as a citizen, not you as a patient, living through your suffering? 
Aristotle said that man is by nature a political animal. That's a 
sentence that’s been cited many, many times. But what he’s 
saying is that just as you’re a sexual animal, or a family animal, 
you also are political — that’s part of your instinctual life. 

Now, therapy investigates your instinctual sexual life. Or 
maybe your eating habits, if you have eating troubles. But 
does it investigate your political instinct? Could you be 
dysfunctional politically and suffer from that as much as 
you're suffering from something else? | think it's a hugely 
important thought. As much as we ask people about their 
sexual life, we could also ask them about their political life. 
What did your father do? What did your mother do? Who did 
they vote for? Who did they contribute to? Who do you 
contribute to? Did you vote in the last election? Do you think 
voting's important? Spend a whole hour talking about Ross 
Perot. That could be as important as talking about your high- 
school dates. But we don’t think that way. We're not trained 
to discuss that. We don't read dreams in terms of what 
they're saying about the world — we have this doctrine that 
the dream is utterly subjective. 


Q: Every figure in the dream is a piece of you. 


A: Right. All I'm saying is, let's question that, because there 
may be a way out somehow. Let's at least reflect on the fact 
that we don’t know where the psyche is. We cannot say it’s 
only inside your skin. It may be in the rooms where you work 
and the house you live in, as well. 


Q: Your work tends toward that region between psychology 
and religion. 


A: | think — a friend of mine said you can't really do Jungian 
psychology without a religious attitude. It doesn’t mean you're 
religious, or belong in a religion. But you always think, there’s 
another here. There’s another factor involved — | call it “the 
invisibles” in The Soul’s Code — that ordinary people in most 
cultures pay attention to. It's why they light a candle, or why 
they cross themselves, why they pick up little pebbles on the 
beach and take them home and put them somewhere special. 
Or why they keep a picture of a loved one or a dead member 
of the family — there's this sense that there's. gomething,else

involved in life all the time. 

And that is what | tried to say in the book — that there’s 
something else involved. In fact, one of the chapters is called 
“Neither Nurture nor Nature, but Something Else.” It’s the 
something else we need to get back to, to connect with again. 
Without naming it, without defining it, without scientizing it. 


Q: People do think of therapists as priests. It seems a very 
common impulse: people want absolution from the therapist. 


A: They expect the therapist really to know. And therapy 
has set itself up that way. 

It’s the one good thing you can do in our culture now: to 
become a therapist. To become a cop isn’t good, really; to 
become a government worker isn’t good anymore. Public 
service isn't noble. Lawyers are bad. Medicine is suspect. And 
the churches have become devalued by the scandals and their 
inability to answer any of the big questions. So what's left is 
the therapist. This is a tremendous inflation. That's why I’ve 
been so busy attacking my own colleagues, the thought of my 
own colleagues. Because their theory inflates them. It makes 
subjectivity the most important thing, and they're the experts 
on subjectivity. And so they are important in a very narrow 
area. Big fish in little ponds. 


Q: And as a result, subjectivity comes to seem like the only 
real thing in one’s life. 


A: Yes. Well, that’s the shrinking of our culture. It’s the 
absence of the invisibles, the absence of everything except “me.” 


Q: And there goes the polis. There goes the whole notion of 
public life. 


A: People want to get out of their individuality, and they 
don’t know how to. Therapy will never teach you how to 
relate, because it first has to break down the notion of the 
isolated individual and realize that a therapist is working on a 
citizen. A citizen is a member of the polis — what are you 
doing about it? 

It’s more a matter of realizing how the political world and 
the economic world affect all the things you're doing all the 
time. You've got to work that stuff through as much as you’ve 
got to work through your childhood or your relationships. You 
have to work through the mall, the architecture, the building 
you're in — your desire for a lawn, or whatever the hell it is. 
You've got to work through so much of the collective 
pressures. | think that’s the job. And whether you can work 
through that in therapy, | don't know. 


Q: Is the therapy you envision something that far fewer 
people could practice? 


A: Maybe’some of what one’s looking for is‘a mentor: And if 
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that idea of mentoring were reawakened in the 
culture, we wouldn't go to therapy looking for a 
mother, a father, a mentor, a brother, a teacher, a 
lover — all that in one person. So that’s one part. 
Another part would be that we wouldn't need 
therapy as much if individuals had more of their own 
practice, whatever that practice might be. It could be 
practice with nature, practice with spiritual discipline. 

And particularly, | think, in regard to today, 
practice as service. Yeah, practice as service 
more than practice as meditation. In fact, | feel 
very strongly about that. | was at a talk in New 
York one day, and this well-known Jungian 
analyst was speaking about meditation, and | 
shouted out, “Meditation today is obscene.” It just 
came out of me. I’ve thought about it ever since, 
and there’s something absolutely wrong about 
meditation. | can’t say what. If the ship is veering 
into the iceberg with a gaping hole in the hull, and 
you cross your legs and meditate — is that where 
you're supposed to be? 


Q: One has to reach out to life more 
voraciously than most people are accustomed to 
in order to have a balanced life. 


A: That was the old idea of being a public figure — that was 
the Roman ideal, and an American ideal. In the Old South, that 
was the highest ideal, to be a public servant. Do you realize 
that’s really gone? This sabotaging of government by the 
media has reducéd the notion of being a public servant. It’s 
considered almost disgraceful to run for office. Which is really 
extraordinary. 


Q: The public person motivated by a vision of possibility, of 
humanity, barely seems to exist anymore. Or to exist in 
insignificant numbers. 


A: Maybe that’s true. Maybe they do exist, but it’s 
Statistically insignificant. And they’re not heralded. That's a big 
part of it. The press pays no attention. The press makes 
celebrities, so it takes an astronaut or somebody, a girl who's 
12 years old and breaks her ankle in the Olympics. 

But . . . it's More important to face the ship going down. That's 
what will bring out the important virtues today. Not looking back 
on the good old days when the ship was sailing away. Now the 
Titanic is sinking. That calls forth the virtues of Joseph Conrad: 
courage, dignity, mourning, remembrance, ritual. All kinds of 
virtues which could come out of recognition of-reality. Pl

Not a miracle for everyone

LMOST TWO YEARS ago, Gece 

Johnson left his job as a Needham 

school administrator when his 
AIDS-related wasting syndrome — fatigue, 
fevers, weight loss — became too much to 
handle. 

“My doctor said, ‘Look, if you keep go- 
ing to work, you're just going to die. Rest, 
look after yourself, give up work for a 
while,’ ” says Johnson, 48. 

His prognosis soon got worse. He devel- 
oped Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS), a cancer 
characterized by reddish-brown lesions, 


and underwent chemotherapy. By Decem- 
ber 1995, Johnson was sure he wouldn’t 
live to see the end of 1996. 

Today, his blue eyes shine as he talks 
about how much better he feels, how he 
has gained weight and energy, and how the 
amount of HIV in his blood has dropped to 
undetectable levels. George Johnson is one 
of the thousands of people who are having 
some success with protease inhibitors, the 
new anti-AIDS drugs that have received so 
much media attention in the last year. Pro- 
tease inhibitors, which block HIV cells 


from reproducing, have been especially ef- 
fective in combination with older drugs, 
such as the nucleoside AZT. 

“It has changed my way of thinking,” 
says Ethan Herschman, a 32-year-old mu- 
sician who started taking the drugs last 
spring. “Before | was taking these, | would 
wake up every day and give myself two 
years to live. Now things. are starting to 
change. If nothing else, the protease will 
buy me more time until they come up with 
the next class of drugs, and then that will 
let me hang in until the next one.”

Peter Urban is a commercial photogra- 
pher who’s now also pursuing artistic 
photography thanks to his success with 
the protease inhibitors. “I really did get a 
burst of energy,” he says. “Even if it 
wasn’t physical, it was psychic mental en- 
ergy. It left me happy and thinking that 
there were possibilities. Maybe I wasn’t 
just coasting anymore.” 

“People are finally being more future- 
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oriented,” says Leah Camhi, executive di- 
rector of the Boston Living Center, which 
annually provides meals and holistic thera- 
pies to thousands of people with HIV and 
AIDS. “There’s this air of hope and opti- 
mism that I’ve never experienced during 
my years of being here.” . 

There’s no doubt that protease inhibitors 
are dramatically changing the landscape of 
AIDS. For the time being, at least, people 
are living longer and the death rate is drop- 
ping. (For more about the burden on so- 
cial- service care givers, see Yvonne Abra- 
ham’s piece, in News.) For instance, a year 
ago it was common. for the AIDS Action 
Committee (AAC) — the region’s largest 
provider of AIDS services — to see as 
many as 10 client deaths a week. Now, 
even as the agency’s client load increases, it 
sees only three or four, according to execu- 
tive director Larry Kessler. Around the 
country, thousands of patients have new 
hope, new vitality. 

But the protease-inhibitor success story 
remains a qualified one. Although medical 
professionals and service providers are elat- 
ed by some of the results they are seeing, 
they are still careful to point out that no 
one can predict the drugs’ long-term effec- 
tiveness, and to acknowledge that the drugs 
are not the answer for everyone. Yet those 
words of caution have 
been downplayed in many 
media accounts. 

For many with AIDS or 
HIV, protease inhibitors 
are not working out: some 
can’t afford the drugs; 
some are having great dif- 
ficulty staying on the 
rather complicated sched- 
ules; some can’t tolerate 


ply aren’t seeing much im- 
provement. And even 
those who have enjoyed 
remarkable results have to 
cope with the experience 
of living out a sort of suspended existence. 
Resuming “normal” lives can bring as 
much anxiety as excitement, since re- 
searchers don’t know how long the benefits 
of the new drugs will last. 


AL GEYER, a 39-year-old former so- 

cial worker from Dorchester, is feeling 
better these days. He has put on some 
weight; he has more energy than he once 
did. But that’s not because he is taking a 
protease inhibitor or any other anti-AIDS 
drug. It’s because he stopped. 

Geyer is among the estimated 10 to 30 
percent of AIDS patients who, for whatever 
reason, have not responded favorably to the 
new drugs. One particular combination al- 
most killed him. About a year ago, he start- 
ed on saquinavir, which was the first pro- 
tease inhibitor approved for use. Geyer’s 
viral load, which was almost 900,000 parts 
per milliliter of blood, dropped to around 
850,000 — an unimpressive decline. After 
a few months, his doctor tried combining 





saquinavir with the more powerful riton- 
avir. “Within a few hours, I had blackouts,” 
Geyer says, softly. 

Within three days, he was in the hospi- 
tal. “What they decided was that I had be- 
come saquinavir-toxic — that the ritonavir 
had made the saquinavir so available in my 
system I was nearly out of my mind,” he 
explains. 

Under his doctor’s orders, he tried vary- 
ing doses of saquinavir, ritonavir, and then 
indinavir, anothér protease inhibitor, whose 
brand name is Crixivan. Although combin- 
ing the first two brought down Geyer’s vi- 
ral load, the side effects were intolerable. 
For three months, his days were marked by 
vomiting, diarrhea, lethargy, poor appetite, 
and neuropathy, a nerve disorder that can 
cause pain, imbalance, muscle weakness, 
and even paralysis. He was losing weight 
fast, and was so weak he could barely leave 
the house. . 

After all that, he says, “the Crixivan 
didn’t help at all.” His viral load increased. 
“In fact,” he adds, “the virus sort of 
thumbed its nose at it. It said, ‘I’m going to 
multiply even more or mutate.’ ” 

He goes on. “What my specialist told me 
recently is that because I’ve had multiple 
drugs, multiple switches, I probably have a 
very mutant virus at this point.” 


Now Geyer is on what he calls a “drug 
holiday,” taking nothing but an antidepres- 
sant, and he is angry about all the favor- 
able attention the protease inhibitors are 
getting. 

In December Geyer ran into an acquain- 
tance who, he recalls, exclaimed, “Oh, you 
look great! All my friends on protease in- 
hibitors are doing just wonderful. This is 
the best Christmas present of all!” 

“I told him, ‘I know I look better, and I 
do feel better and have put on weight, but 
it’s no thanks to the protease inhibitors,’ ” 
Geyer says. He started to tell the man that 
there was another side to the story, but “he 
didn’t want to hear it.” 

Geyer has found, in general, that when 
he tells people the protease inhibitors 
haven’t worked for him, they react with 
skepticism — surely he didn’t try them all, 
or surely he’s what doctors call a “non- 
compliant patient,” meaning he didn’t take 
them at the right times of the day, thus 
causing the virus to become resistant. 


“It’s like there’s this block,” Geyer says, 
“this attitude that the protease is the cure- 
all, end-all.” As he’s learned firsthand, it’s 
not; but then again, it’s his only hope. 

He plans to stay on his “drug holiday” 
for a few weeks and then try going back on 
saquinavir. “The doctors said the virus 
learns to hide in the presence of drugs, but 
that it gets out of shape once it’s not in the 
presence of certain drugs,” he explains. 
“So with the combination of new drugs 
with a drug I haven’t been on in a while, 
they’re hoping I'll respond.” 

In the meantime, he’s trying to keep up- 
beat while tending to his health with mas- 
sage and visualization. 

“I’ve become really good at visualizing a 
stream running through my body and 
washing out the virus,” Geyer says. He 
pauses and looks out the window of the 
Boston Living Center’s library. “Maybe | 
should visualize it washing out the 
medicine, too.” 


EORGE JOHNSON, who now lives in 

the South End, has experienced both 
the highs and lows of the new drugs. Sev- 
eral months ago, the first protease inhibitor 
he was taking — he won’t reveal which — 
stopped having any effect. His viral load 
soared, and all his symptoms returned:

fevers, fatigue, aches, pains, infections. Just 
when he had begun to think about return- 
ing to work, he had to think again. 

Now he has new hope: his doctors 
switched him to a different protease in- 
hibitor, and initial tests show that the virus 
is undetectable in his blood once again. 
“The bad news,” he says, “is that I’ve had 
new KS lesions. So it’s sort of one step for- 
ward, one step back.” Johnson takes as 
many as 40 pills a day. 

Researchers and advocates are not only 
unsure about how long the drugs’ benefits 
will last, but also about the long-term ef- 
fects of having a suppressed virus. One re- 
searcher recently floated the idea that 
AIDS-related dementia may eventually af- 
fect even those patients with undetectable 
HIV levels in their blood, since the virus 
can cross what doctors term the 
“blood/brain barrier” while the protease in- 
hibitors cannot. 

“What does it mean 30 years from 
now?” asks the AAC’s Larry Kessler. 
“Does it mean the virus will eventually con- 
sume your brain? Or will it eventually over- 
come the drugs and break out in some oth- 
er way?” 

Meanwhile, concern about the future 
gives way to concern about the very real 
costs of the present. Johnson, who is cov- 
ered by his former employer’s disability 
plan, is lucky; patients without insurance 
can pay up to $30,000 a year for the drugs. 
Massachusetts residents are fortunate to 
have the state’s generous AIDS Drug As- 
sistance Program, which enables some 
1500 people a year to afford protease in- 
hibitors and other anti-AIDS treatments. 

Even so, Barbara Gomes-Beach, execu- 
tive director of the Multicultural AIDS 
Coalition, is afraid that some of her clients 
may go without assistance if they are un- 
able to negotiate the bureaucracy. “I’ve got 
people who have no insurance, and — let’s 
face it — they’re not going to have access 
to those drugs,” she says. “I’ve been very 
pleased with the new cocktails, but I also 
have to qualify that and say, ‘How is that 
going to benefit communities of color?’ ” 

For those who do have access, there’s

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also the issue of the drugs’ side effects. 
How high is the quality of life for someone 
who spends an average day vomiting, hav- 
ing diarrhea, and taking dozens of pills? 
Most patients on protease inhibitors have 
reported various side effects; almost all 
have experienced some nausea, and for 
many the side effects have been severe — 
even debilitating — for at least a few 
months. 

“It’s brutal,” says Herschman, whose 
cocktail is made with ritonavir, AZT, and 
the nucleoside 3TC. “Nausea, diarrhea — 
a really fun combination of fatigue and in- 
somnia. Are you going to print ‘impotence’ 
in the paper?” he asks. “It’s okay, I have 
nothing to hide. 

“I guess I have an overall sense of feeling 
better,” he adds, “but also a day-to-day 
sense of feeling kind of crappy a lot, from 
the drugs.” 

In one of the first studies on protease in- 
hibitors, reported last summer at the 11th 
Annual International AIDS Conference, in 
Vancouver, more than half the participants 
on ritonavir had to either stop taking the 
drug or have the dosage reduced because 
of severe side effects. This was before doc- 
tors learned how to increase the drug’s 
dosage gradually. 

A more recent study of the effects of ri- 
tonavir — the largest 
one yet — reported 
better numbers. The 
study, published in 
the January issue of 
the Journal of the 
American Medical As- 
sociation, stated that 
negative side effects 
forced only 17 per- 
cent of approximately 
500 people to stop 
using the drug. 

Nonetheless, as a 
class, “[t]he new 
drugs are extremely 
toxic,” wrote New 
York City doctor Abigail Zuger in the July 
issue of the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Francesco “Ches” DiRusso, a local fash- 
ion designer, expresses it another way: “If 
my fucking virus is undetectable, why do | 
still feel like such shit?” 

For David, a 49-year-old man who has 
had AIDS since 1987 (and who did not 
want his last name used), the side effects 
have sidelined, or at least postponed, his 
hopes of returning to work. “The drugs 
made me more disabled, especially at first,” 
he says. “Protease inhibitors are not easy to 
take. You have a lot of drama with them. 
It’s like oral chemotherapy.” 


ARRY KESSLER is troubled by the ef- 
fects that the drugs’ partial success has 
had on the HIV community. 

“It’s splitting the epidemic into two 
parts. Before we were all in the same boat, 
moving in the same direction, and now it’s 
sort of two separate and unequal boats. 
One looks like it’s got a big outboard en- 
gine on it, and the other one’s missing its 
oars. The people on that boat are really 
feeling like failures.” 

One AAC staff member, Kessler says, is 
experiencing some mild benefits from the 
protease inhibitors, but his liver has given 
out. “And it’s tough, because he’s got a lot 
of clients who are basically dancing in the 
streets.” 

John Argenziano, a financial advocate at 
the AAC, also has noticed the split. “It’s 
brought up actual divisions, people who are 
feeling very left out,” he says, citing patients 
who have had temporary drops in their viral 
loads but no further effects. “It becomes a 
‘Why me?’ kind of thing.” 

Not only are people feeling like failures, 
but in cases such as Hal Geyer’s, they’re 
feeling marginalized. Geyer is angry at the 
rest of the gay community, the media, and 
AIDS service organizations for paying too 
much attention to the good news of the pro- 
tease and not enough to the bad. 

“You sort of have to justify your exis- 
tence,” Geyer says. People ask him why he’s 
still sick. “I don’t know why,” he says. “I just 
know that I am.” And while he’s “very happy 
for people who are responding well, I’m also

very jealous. I haven’t been able to go back to 
the gym. I still have days when I can’t even 
walk around the block,” he says angrily. 


ND THE new drugs also pose more- 

subtle dilemmas. Patients who have 
seen remarkable physical results are now 
faced with the question of whether to return 
to work. Many are putting off the decision 
because they’re afraid to give up disability 
benefits in exchange for salaries they might 
have to walk away from again if the protease 
inhibitors stop working. They could get their 
benefits back but would likely face a waiting 
period with no safety net. 

“Because I’m doing well now, I’m going 
in next week for some new blood work, and 
I have no idea,” says Ethan Herschman, 
who has felt better since adding ritonavir to 
his drug combination. 

And even though many are feeling better, 
they are still reluctant to return to high-stress 
jobs. Living with AIDS has convinced them 
that their health is of primary importance, 
and they worry that too much stress could 
compromise their attempts to get rid of the 
HIV for good, or at least hold its levels down. 

Some AIDS service organizations are 
helping clients cope with these employment 
decisions and anxieties. Positive Directions, 
for example, sees temp work as a good solu- 
tion. With the help of a $260,000 grant from 
the US Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, the organization is starting up 
the Consumer Employment Agency, a temp 
program and training project for people with 
HIV who want to go back to work or change 
careers. The timing has turned out nicely for 
Positive Directions, which applied for the 
grant before protease inhibitors received so 
much media attention. 

One of the agency’s first clients is David, 
who is excited about the prospect of learning 
computer skills that were not in demand 
when he was a middle-school teacher a 
decade ago. “I’m starting from the begin- 
ning,” he says. 

But jobs are about more than just work; 
they’re about identity. And an identity crisis is 
what many with HIV or AIDS are now facing. 

Many AAC clients have told John Argen- 
ziano how they've had to recreate their self- 
images, reconstruct their entire characters. 
Being an AIDS patient, he says, “became a 
lot of people’s identity.” : 

People are particularly ambivalent about 
returning to the same job or type of job 
they held before they got sick. Besides be- 
ing too physically demanding, those jobs 
often don’t offer the satisfaction they-once 
did. Work that meets needs beyond social 
status or financial comfort has become 
more attractive. 

Kevin Shone, the director of Positive Di- 
rections’ new employment agency, says he 
“spoke to one guy who went very high in 
the corporate world, making $100,000- 
plus. He always assumed he was going to

hope that he’s not. He doesn’t feel like go- 
ing back to a job that’s 60 hours a week, to- 
tally stressful, without any kind of emotional 
rewards. He’s more than willing to look at 
something that’s a lot less money but more 
nurturing and emotionally satisfying.” 

David feels much the same. At the top of 
his agenda is finding work in a place where 
his HIV status won’t matter — where his 
employer will know about and understand 
his infection, but where it won’t be a con- 
stant issue. His medical sawvy is making 
him think about working for an HMO. He 
feels he needs some “emotional growth, 
something that’s not going to be as physi- 
cally demanding on me, and something that 
will accommodate my physical issues as 
well as my emotional issues.” 

For others, the decisions are more ago- 
nizing. George Johnson, once a Needham 
school administrator, says his former ca- 
reer is what he knows and what he loves. 
And yet he worries not only about the 
stress; but also about how the stigma at- 
tached to HIV might make it difficult for 
him to find another public-school commu- 
nity as accepting as Needham. 

“Obviously, | do think about working for 
some AIDS service organization,” says 
Johnson. “I have management skills, and | 
have human-services skills, and I’ve done a 
lot of related work.” A service organization, 
he says, probably would be understanding 
on days when he couldn’t muster the ener- 
gy to go to the office. 

“But all of us who have HIV can’t go 
back to work at AIDS service organiza- 
tions,” he adds. 

DiRusso is deliberating a return to regu- 
lar work, but as he considers his debt and 
bankrupt businesses, he realizes that he 
would need a great deal of cash to return to 
anything like the life he had before AIDS. 
And he doesn’t want to do anything but de- 
sign clothes. 

“I'd have to make enormous amounts of 
money,” he says. “I’d love to do that, but 
finding somebody who realizes your worth 
— this is a whole other issue.” 

These are precisely the types of concerns 
Argenziano deals with at the AAC, where 
he co-facilitates a group appropriately 
called Transitions, which was started to 
help people who were getting sicker adjust 
to leaving work. That was before the pro- 
tease inhibitors changed everything. 

“Now we’re seeing people who aren’t 
necessarily planning to leave work at all, 
and people who have left work who are 
planning on trying to go back to work,” Ar- 
genziano says. “People are saying, ‘Who 
am I now? How dol fit?’ ” 2

Pig-N-Whistle Diner 


The Pig-N-Whistle is a nearly perfect diner. The food is 
tasty, the portions are hearty, there’s a jukebox next to 
every table, and the staff doesn’t waste time chatting. 
Unfortunately, the Pig-N-Whistle (like so many Boston 
diners) is not open 24 hours. But the all-day breakfast is 
still delicious and worthwhile. 

Feast on super-thick french toast ($3.20), thin and 
chewy pancakes ($3.20), moist and flavorful muffins (95 
cents), two-egg omelets ($3.05 to $4.10), and assorted 
sides of sausage, corned-beef hash, bacon, or potatoes 
($1.50 to $1.90). The banana-nut muffins are packed with 
nuts and banana chunks, and are decadent when heated 
up and buttered. And juices ($1.10 to $1.90) are pulpy and 
refreshing. 

The chef cooks in full view of the diners; sit at the 
counter and observe his masterful egg-cracking. He’s al- 
ways busy, but you may be surprised at how much of your 
conversation he overhears. 

The Pig-N-Whistle Diner, located at 226 North Beacon 
Street, in Brighton, is open Monday through Saturday from 
5 a.m. to 8 p.m. Call 254-8058.

The spark of imagination lights up a not-at-all 


prosaic restaurant in Arlington 





Prose

LAIN BUTCHER-BLOCK tables, corn- 
od flower-blue wainscoting, a handful of 

photos scattered around the wall. | cer- 
tainly liked Prose — liked it a lot — but you 
wouldn't exactly call it the ultimate in fine din- 
ing. The ultimate in clever cooking? Maybe. 
Prose, whose logo has a little dictionary-style 
macron over the “o,” is every bit as clever about 
its cooking as its typography. It’s a nice spare 
corner spot (actually a converted spaghetti 
house), but not the sort of place you'd go if you 
wanted to be fawned over by waiters. 


It is, however, the sort of place you'd go to try 


something you've never had before, perhaps 
something you never imagined would even be 
made. The restaurant is very much the work of 
its eccentric chef-owner, Debbie Shore (former- 
ly of the Black Crow Caffé), who opened it in 
May. If you've never heard of Prose, and | 
hadn't before a few weeks ago, that may be be- 
cause it has operated in the media shadow of a 
neighboring restaurant in Arlington: Flora, 
which opencd just a bit carlicr with more space 
and much better media 


I'd say much the same thing about the 
grilled Chilean sca bass ($17), which came in 
all kinds of stuff. The fish was nicely charred 
on the grill, served with a list of ingredients 
that read like the produce aisle of a 
Bread& Circus — cilantro, blood oranges, chili 
pepper, baby bok choy. The whole thing was 
arranged over couscous in a sherry-clam 
broth, and, as excessive and theme-blurring as 
it all sounds, the net result was good fish in a 
vigorous stew, a crazy mélange of heat and 
fruit and grain anchored by the quiet sub- 
stance of the grilled white bass flesh. The same 
experience in a slightly toned-down form was 
a grilled-chicken dish with apples and mo- 
lasses and mustard in the sauce ($15). Actual- 
ly, the mustard was “roasted garlic mustard,” 
but by the time that many flavors have entered 
the picture it’s hard to tease them apart. The 
starch component here was a rich mound of 
mashed potato. 

The meat-'n’-potatocs end of the menu one 
night was a tender grilled ribeye steak ($16), 

which was chatred and

owned places so closely fo- 
cused on food, but it’s friendly enough. And the 
first time we visited, our meal ended with a 
half-hour conversation with the chef. She had 
no idea I was in the restaurant-revicwing 
dodge, but was eager to talk about her place, 
about why she’s in Arlington instead of Boston 
proper (rent!), and about the challenge of stay- 
ing afloat until word spreads to enough people. 

The Prose idiom is what you'd call New 
American, which means a freewheeling syn- 
thesis of all sorts of ingredients and tradi- 
tions. A couple of times the results were just 
too much, as with a dish of fettucine with 
leeks, artichokes, broccoli rabe, garlic, goat 
cheese, and almond oil ($14), which edged 
toward gloppiness. But, for the most part, we 
found Prose on-target, innovative, and even 
surprising. 

The dishes I liked best were the most outré, 
the product of either a penchant for risk-taking 
or an uncommonly confident hand. We had a 
soup, for instance, that was listed on the hand- 
written menu as containing tomatillos, apple, 
ginger, and cream. With a description like 
that, you don’t know what to expect; it turned 
out to be a rough, surprisingly hearty soup, 
playing the sour of the tomatillos off the 
sweetness of the apple, with the ginger adding 
an almost chilicsque electricity to the taste. 
Somehow, in the balance, the soup didn’t taste 
exotic, per se — not quite like anything else 
I’ve had, but not a shock to the system, either. 
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a ' polenta under a very 
nice rainbow-trout fillet one night ($16) and 
then on its own, with goat cheese, in a beau- 
tifully lush appetizer the next ($7). The 
kitchen seems to sustain a remarkable pitch 
of inspiration, though its commitment to 
novelty places some limits on the menu: it 
runs to about four appetizers and five main 
courses per night. A menu that short can be 
a liability for some diners, but, in a room the 
size of Prose, it made us feel like we were 
trusting ourselves to the hands of a personal 
chef. 

One con of Prose is that the desserts, on lim- 
ited inspection, aren't up to the standard of the 
other food on the menu. We missed being able 
to order a chocolate torte one night, as the 
kitchen had run out, but both tiramisu and a 
promising-sounding pistachio-pear mousse were 
a bit on the bland side. : 

The wine list, though, was plenty adequate, 
bypassing big-name producers for slightly 
more interesting wines from California, Aus- 
tralia, and southern France. Happily, about 
half of the 24 wines are available by the glass, 
and — pleasingly for a restaurant that might 
not be prohibitive but certainly isn’t cheap — 
except for a few special bottles, the list tops out 
in the mid-$20s. The beer selection is short 
and sharp, with boutique beers from San Fran- 
cisco, Maine, and the Alsace (!). And parking? 
Hey, just pull up on Mass Ave. There are some

Kids may know Bugs Bunny only as Michael Jordan’s co- 
star in Space Jam and as the Nike spokesbunny. But that 
cwazy wabbit has been tickling audiences since the early 
’40s. And several generations of his work will finally be 
reunited on the big screen next weekend in Cambridge, 
when the Brattle Theatre presents “The Bugs Bunny Film 
Fest of the Best °97” along with “Taz Gone Looney!!!” 

This won't be the first time Bugs and his Looney Tunes 
crew have graced the Brattle screen. But thanks to Turner 
Entertainment’s acquisition by Time-Warner, this year’s 
Bunny blowout will be special: for the first time in decades 
— since MGM purchased the Warner library 50 years ago 
— the entire Looney Tunes collection has been gathered 
together. 

Each program will feature 12 shorts voiced by the 
legendary Mel Blanc and directed by animation greats like 
Chuck Jones, Friz Freleng, and Tex Avery. As a Valentine's 
Day bonus, two selections featuring the oversexed romantic 
French skunk Pepe Le Pew will be added for a “Sweetheart 
Special.” 

Other than that, “Fest of the Best” is pure Bugs, including 
the wabbit’s debut in ‘toonland, “A Wild Hare,” which pairs 
Bugs with his arch nemesis, the not-so-bright skinhead 

Elmer Fudd. The two also team up 
in “What's Opera Doc?”, 
where Fudd, armed with 
his spear and magic 
helmet, hunts Bugs 
while twisting 
Wagner’s most 
sacred leitmotifs 
into vintage 
Fuddisms, 
including his 
anthemic “Kill the 
7 Wabbit” overture. 
{ Another Looney 
Tunes alum, Daffy Duck, 
Elmer and Bugs gets into the act with 
Bugs in “Ali Babba 
Bunny,” playing a greedy vacationer who pisses off a burly 
Arabian swordsman. If you've never seen it, Bugs’ genie-in- 
disguise chant dance (“ickety-ackety-oop-ah-ah”) is one of 
the best moments of buffoonery in ’toon history. Daffy also 
gets in a jam in the unconventional “Duck Amuck,” when 
his surroundings are erased and altered by a playful 
animator. Other selections include “Rabbit Seasoning,” 
which incorporates a live-action sequence of Bugs losing 
the Oscar to James Cagney, and the classic of all cartoon 
classics, “Carrotblanca.” 

The weekend's other treat, “Taz Gone Looney!!!”, also 
features Bugs Bunny, this time facing off with Taz, the 
whirling dervish from Down Under in “Bedeviled Rabbit,” 
“Bill of Hare,” and “Devil May Hare.” Daffy Duck does his 
Buck Rogers routine with Marvin the Martian in “Duck 
Dodgers in the 24-1/2 Century.” But the biggest treat is 
“Water Water Every Hare,” which features the brainless 
hairy humanoid Gossamer and the infamous ether-laced, 
slurred-speech conclusion. 

Those of you who remember Bugs as Saturday-morning 
kids stuff may want to reconsider. How many eight-year- 
olds would get the subtle humor of the Arthurian spoof 
“Knighty-Knight Bugs,” with its cast of cleverly named 
characters like “Sir Loin Steak” and “Sir Osis Liver” taking 
their places at the Round Table? Or appreciate the uncut 
version of the 1948 short “Bugs Bunny Rides Again,” which 
has Yosemite Sam boasting, “I am the roughest, toughest, 
he-man hombre that’s ever crossed the Rio Grande, and | 
don’t mean Mahatma Gandhi.” The print that made it into 
distribution five decades ago had the last line of the 
sentence redubbed as “and I ain’t no namby-pamby.” Even 
Bugs was controversial in his day.

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Oscar outsiders 


Will February 11 be independents’ day? 
BY PETER KEOUGH Independence Day 


may have dominated the box office in 1996, 
but it’s independent films that seem likely to 
rule the Oscar race. If the critics societies’ 


picks, the Golden Globes, and the recent 


nominations by the Screen Actors Guild and 


the Directors Guild of America 
are any indication, the most 
glamorous evening in Hollywood 
will be celebrated by people 
unknown to and films unseen by 
most of America’s moviegoers. 

Does anyone remember those 

obvious Oscar wanna-bes from 
earlier in the year — the uneven 
Courage Under Fire, the sparkling 
Emma, the reprehensible A Time 
To Kill? Where are the Academy 
juggernauts that the studios 
unrolled over the past couple of 
months — Evita, The Crucible, 
Hamlet, Portrait of a Lady, and 
Ghosts of Mississippi? Except for 
some minor categories (and Evita’s 
Golden Globe for “musical/come- 
dy”), these golden-boy-groomed 
shoo-ins have been pretty much 
shut out of the pre-Oscar kudos. 

Instead, films like Shine, 
Breaking the Waves, Secrets & 
Lies, and Fargo have reaped the 
glory. If this trend continues, the 
most mainstream titles among the 
Best Picture nominees will be The 
English Patient, an adaptation of a 
multilayered, ethereal novel from 
the rarefied English director 
Anthony Minghella, and Jerry 
Maguire, a quirkily subversive 
comedy directed by moviemaking 
maverick Cameron Crowe. 

True, there’s no guarantee that 
the Academy voters will show 
much respect for these indicators. 
The recent Directors Guild results, 
however, offer encouragement; 
this organization of industry insid- 
ers usually provides an accurate 
barometer of Oscar trends. And 
this year the nominations were all 
given to directors well on the 
Hollywood periphery: Minghella, 
his prickly countryman Mike 
Leigh for Secrets & Lies, the ever- 
oddball Ethan Coen for Fargo, and 
first-time Australian Helmer Scott 
Hicks for Shine. 

The Academy, of course, could 
still favor allegiance to its own 
over common sense with some 
monstrous choice like a Mel 
Gibson repeat with Ransom, or a 
Barbra Streisand revival with The 
Mirror Has Two _ Faces. 
Independence Day itself is not 
beyond the bounds of possibility. 
One reason, though, to believe 
that Oscar will take a shine to 
films like Shine is that, despite 
their aura of the exotic and avant- 
garde, they are not unlike the 
wholesome traditional fare that 
Hollywood likes to dish up every 
year as its best product. Indeed, 
three of the strongest candidates 
fall neatly into the Oscar- 
endorsed Rain Man/My Left Foot 
subgenre with their feel-good 
tales of heroic characters who 
prevail over mental and physical 
— and moral — disabilities. 

Shine, with its true story of 
pianist David Helfgott rebound- 
ing from mental illness to resume 
his career, might well be retitled 
My Left Brain. Tom Cruise in 
Jerry Maguire virtually reprises his 
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Rain Man routine as a disillu- 
sioned sports agent who reaffirms 
his principles through the love of 
a beautiful woman and a weird lit- 
tle kid who looks like a miniature 
Dustin Hoffman. Lars von Trier’s 
excruciating and _ uplifting 
Breaking the Waves has charac- 
ters who are mentally and physi- 
cally disabled, as dotty but saintly 
Emily Watson perversely seeks to 
save her paralyzed husband’s life 
by sexually debasing herself. And 
in The People vs. Larry Flynt, 
Woody Harrelson as the para- 
lyzed pornographer transforms 
his infirmity, bad taste, and moral 
turpitude into a rousing crusade 
for freedom. 

The triumph of love in the 
midst of adversity — the theme of 
past Oscar nominees and winners 
from Gone with the Wind to Out 
of Africa to 1996 nominee Sense 
and_ Sensibility — _  séethes 
through some of the more offbeat 
Oscar contenders. Crispy critter 
Ralph Fiennes vindicates true love 
through sacrifice and pain as he 
struggles through the chaos of 
war, conflicted loyalties, fey and 
confused adaptation, and pounds 
of hideous make-up in The 
English Patient. And no less than 
family values are the victors in 
Mike Leigh’s Secrets & Lies (the 
concluding reconciliation scene 
could have been directed by a pre- 
Ransom Ron Howard), and in the 
Coen Brothers’ otherwise blood- 
soaked and grim Fargo, in which 
maternity and decency win out 
over greed and evil. 

So in voting for these films, 
Academy members won’t be fac- 
ing the moral discomfort of a 
Silence of the Lambs or a Pulp 
Fiction, or even an Unforgiven — 
all choices from the past that have 
been used to beat them over the 
head for promulgating night- 
mares of depravity. But there’s a 
more compelling reason to think 
these movies have a chance. The 
smaller, independent studios are a

lot hungrier than the majors. 

It has nothing to do with ideal- 
ism, of course; it’s a matter of 
plain greed. These studios have 
learned from Miramax’s bumping 
films like The Crying Game, Pulp 
Fiction, The Piano, and Il postino 
to unthinkable box-office heights 
with saturation Oscar campaigns. 
Open any of the trade magazines 
from the past couple of months 
and you’re bound to come across 
October Films’ full-page ad with 
Emily Watson’s upturned Muppet 
face, or a portrait of hirsute artist 
Mike Leigh that pushes him for 
Best Director. Such a barrage of 
quotes, ads, tapes, and screenings 
should have some impact on the 
voters’ erratic tastes. 

So why not a slate of Best 
Picture nominees that includes at 
least two ambitious non- 
Hollywood movies? (Three 
would be pushing it: Hollywood 
would be admitting that the 
majority of best movies were 
made by other people.) 
Miramax’s The English Patient 
seems a certainty in every major 


category, and Jerry Maguire is a- 


favorite to join it. For the third 
Tinseltown representative, I 
think it’s a toss-up between The 
People vs. Larry Flynt and Fargo, 
with the edge going to the latter, 
not just because Flynt director 
Milos Forman lost out in the cru- 
cial Directors Guild nominations 
(though Best Picture nominee

Apollo 13’s director Ron Howard 
did so last year as well, only the 
fourth time that’s happened in 
47 years), but because, in their 
own twisted way, the Coen 
brothers celebrate the values of 
the heartland. 

Which brings us to the more 
outré wild cards. Shine has 
already got people weeping in joy; 
few films have been both so artis- 
tically honest and unmanipula- 
tive. I can see the trampoline 
scene on the Oscar telecast 
already. And Secrets & Lies is 


‘Leigh’s unthorniest and most 


accessible and film to date (and 
weakest, in my opinion, but that’s 
another story), boasting irre- 
pressible humor, showy perfor- 
mances, and a politically correct 
interracial subtext. If the choice is 
between that film and Breaking 
the Waves, | think Leigh will have 
his way; it’s hard to see the 
Academy endorsing a film that 
views giving a hand job to a 
stranger as a religious act. Once 
Emily Watson gets on the bus, 
most voters will get off. 

So the Best Picture nominees 
for 1996 will be The English 
Patient, Jerry Maguire, Fargo, 
Shine, and Secrets & Lies? In the 
immortal words of Kurt Russell in 
Tango and Cash, dream on, 
Bullwinkle. It’s the same dream I 
had last year when Dead Man 
Walking, Leaving Las Vegas, and 
Georgia aroused similar hopes, 
only to be dutifully snubbed when 
the Best Picture nominations were 
in. Chances are we'll wake up 
next Tuesday to find in competi- 
tion — in addition to the 
inevitable The English Patient and 
the probable Jerry Maguire — the 
likes of such overproduced “qual- 
ity” turkeys as Hamlet, Evita (but 
not Madonna, despite her Golden 
Globe), The Crucible, and, God 
help them, A Time To Kill. 

As it did last year, Hollywood 
will try to compensate for its cow- 
ardice by grudgingly recognizing 
these brave new pictures in lesser 
categories. I see the Best Director 
nominees as_ reflecting the 
Directors Guild choices: Leigh 
for Secrets, Hicks for Shine, Coen 
for Fargo, Minghella for Patient, 
Crowe for Maguire. And Waves’ 
Trier? Forget it — the guy’s so 
weird, he doesn’t even fly, though 
the Academy might have a warm 
spot in its heart for someone who 





called Roman Polanski “a Polish 


_ dwarf” at Cannes. 


Geoffrey Rush will get to shine 
in the Best Actor race, joining 
Patient’s Ralph Fiennes, Flynt’s 
Woody Harrelson, and Maguire’s 
Cruise. The one deviation will be 
made in part for PC reasons, but 
mostly to acknowledge one of the 
year’s best and most-overlooked 
performances: Denzel Washing- 
ton in Courage Under Fire. 
(Although I’d get a kick if the 
National Society of Film Critics’ 
pick for Best Actor, Eddie 
Murphy, got a nod.) 

Best Actress nominee Emily 
Watson will get to beam her goofy 
rubber-face grin at the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion joining fellow 
newcomer Brenda Blethyn of 
Secrets & Lies’ and Frances 
McDormand of Fargo in the more 
traditional ranks of Diane Keaton 
from Marvin’s Room and Debbie 
Reynolds from Mother (Oscar 
loves those comebacks). 

Some of these dark horses 
might even win, as did Nicolas 
Cage in his literally staggering 
performance in Leaving Las Vegas 
and Susan Sarandon for her mas- 
terpiece of restrained saintliness 
in Dead Man Walking. We also 
might have the consolation of see- 
ing Renée Zellwegger get a Best 
Supporting Actress nomination 
for her tough, taut, and passion- 
ate performance as the platonic 
lover of Conan (the Barbarian, 
not the O’Brien) creator Robert 
Howard in the luminous oddity 
Whole Wide World, or Courtney 
Love take a bow for her macabre 
and incandescent performance as 
the pornographer’s junkie wife in 
Flynt. And it would be nice if Tony 
Shalhoulb as the uncompromis- 
ing chef brother from Big Night 
were rewarded with a_ Best 
Supporting Actor nod for one of 
the saddest and funniest charac- 
terizations of the year, or co- 
screenwriter/director Stanley 
Tucci had a big night himself with 
a nomination for Best Screenplay. 

So I guess I am an, optimist. 
After all, I bet $100 on the 
Patriots to win the Super Bowl, 
and that was in 1986. Seriously, I 
think mediocrity, power, greed, 
and cowardice must eventually 
give way to talent, genius, hard 
work, and idealism. And for that 
there is another good auspice: 
Billy Crystal is back. |

Cutting it 


Sling Blade is a Southern Gothic treat 


BY GARY SUSMAN A sling blade, as protagonist 
Karl Childers (Billy Bob Thornton) explains, is a 
threshing blade that’s sharp on one edge, dull on the 


other. It turns out to be a metaphor 
for Karl himself, who despite his 
slow-wittedness proves more sharp 
than dull. So too, despite its slowness, 
does the film. . 

Sling Blade marks Thornton’s debut 
as a feature director and solo screen- 
writer (his previous screenplays, 
including A Family Thing and his best, 
One False Move, were written with 
Tom Epperson). All of Thornton’s 
films are about coming to terms with 
the misdeeds of the past. In a chilling 
monologue at the beginning of Sling 
Blade, Karl explains how, as a child, 
he endured years of parental abuse 
before stumbling upon his adulterous 
mother and her lover and killing them 
both with the title implement. After 25 
years in an Arkansas mental institu- 
tion, the state has deemed him fit for 
release, though Karl has no desire to 
return to society. 

Back in his sleepy hometown, the 
mechanically gifted Karl finds work in 
a repair shop and a friend in a non- 
judgmental boy named Frank (Lucas 
Black). Soon, Karl is living with Frank 
and his mom, Linda _ (Natalie 
Canerday), and enjoying a tentative 
friendship with Linda’s department- 
store co-worker, Vaughan (John 
Ritter), a gay man as out of place in 
this small Southern town as Karl. But 
there’s a viper in their midst: Doyle 
(Dwight Yoakam), Linda’s alcoholic, 
abusive, increasingly domineering 
boyfriend. It’s not hard to guess where 
the conflict between Doyle and Karl 
will lead — his destiny seems as pre- 
ordained as a character in a Greek 


—_— t 
gftasedy (or a Faulkner novel); but 
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the movie takes its sweet time getting 
there. 

In his first film as a director, actor 
Thornton shows how much he enjoys 
the little moments in his actors’ per- 
formances (especially his own) that 
reveal character detail, but these 
moments accumulate to little effect 
other than slowing down the film. 
Still, Karl remains a compelling and 
unique character. He’s not a romantic 
nutjob (a la Shine or Angel Baby), and 
he’s not a holy fool whose mental 
impairment makes him morally supe- 
rior or lets him float through a more 
charmed life than the rest of us. 
Rather, he’s the anti-Gump, someone 
whose childlike mind is still capable of 
wrestling with the moral question (as 
does Huck Finn) of whether to go 
against what he’s been taught and 
damn himself to Hell in order to save 
a friend. Karl reads the Bible, and he 
knows all about the sins of the fathers 
(his own father, played in a horrifying 
cameo by Robert Duvall, remains bit- 
terly unrepentant) and reaping what 
you sow. 

Thornton Holga avoids re- 
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sorting to stereotype in any of his 
characters, in part by casting against 
type. (An exception is Black, effective- 
ly playing a threatened, unpretentious- 
ly good boy as he did on TV’s 
American Gothic.) Ritter, who played 
a straight man pretending to be gay for 
sO many years on Three's Company, 
now plays a gay man without mincing. 
Canerday, who had a small role as Bill 
Paxton’s wife in One False Move, 
shines here as a feisty but tired woman 
resigned to the consequences of the 
choices she’s made. The blandly 
malevolent J.T. Walsh is unusually 
scary as a depraved mental patient 
who’s emblematic of the banal hellish- 
ness of the institution that has been 
Karl’s home. (Also watch for down- 
town hipster filmmaker Jim Jarmusch 
as a fast-food fry cook.) 

Most surprising is Yoakam, the 
country singer who proves convinc- 
ingly menacing as Doyle but who also 
gives his villain a pathetic, marginally 
self-aware side (when he apologizes to 
Linda and Frank, he does it as self- 
servingly as possible). He’s dimly 
aware that he’s not sensitive or PC, 
but he’s not about to change. His 
inflated opinion of himself extends to 
his role as leader of a hilariously bad 
garage band (including fellow real-life 
musicians Vic Chesnutt and Col. 
Bruce Hampton). Yoakam is even 
impressive in his lack of vanity; the 
singing heartthrob seldom seen with- 
out his Stetson shows off his rapidly 
receding hairline in every shot. 

Thornton’s Karl, though, is what 
makes Sling Blade unforgettable. His 
piercing eyes, perpetually out-thrust 
jaw, and froglike monotone are hard 
to take at first, but they grow on you. 
Not that Karl asks for forgiveness or 
even sympathy. He wants only to be 
left alone, and even that is denied 
him.

NEW YORK — “I'm really nervous. My knees are 
shaking,” Billy Bob Thornton told the audience at the 
recent New York Film Festival screening of Sling 
Blade, his writing/directing/acting hat trick. “I’m 
afraid you're gonna hate me and my life and every- 
thing I’ve ever done.” 

He needn't have worried. The screening was fol- 
lowed by the most thunderous applause a Lincoln 
Center crowd of New York media movers and shak- 
ers had ever bestowed upon a guy named Billy Bob. 
Later, Thornton acknowledges that the media elite in 
New York and Hollywood have patronized him before 
because of his Southern background. “It used to be a 
real problem. These days, it’s like, ‘Well, you’ve made 
some money. You're one of us now.’” 

The Arkansas-born Thornton is best known for 
confronting the South’s complex racial legacy in the 
screenplays he wrote (with Tom Epperson) for One 
False Move (in which he co-starred) and A Family 
Thing. As in Fauikner’s stories, reconciliation with 
the past is an important theme for Thornton, 
because “I had a really screwed-up past. 
Filmmaking is a cheap way to have therapy; it’s like 
I get paid to have therapy.” 

The portrait of the South in Sling Blade feels 
more lived-in than the caricatured depictions 
marked by racist venom (A Time To Kill, The 
Chamber) or magnolia-scented gloss (Forrest 
Gump, The Grass Harp) that Hollywood filmmakers 
are accustomed to. 

“There are probably things that are pretty foreign to 
them. It is full of colloquialisms in the language. | 
grew up in the woods. My grandparents and a lot of 
the people | was around talked that way. The look of 
it is very Southern. You can almost see the heavy air 
on the screen. | told the production designer, ‘I want 
this to look like Hoosiers, only a little more ugly. | like 
those colors, but don’t make it that pretty.” 

Thornton says he avoids the extremes of gothic- 
ness or sentimentality because “I know the charac- 
ters and don’t vary from that. They are real as 
opposed to somebody's idea. of the character. 
Southerners can be guilty of that too. ve heard 
Southern actors put on a phony Southern accent. 
That's not necessary. Just leave it alone and let it go” 

Thornton apparently didn’t have to try too hard to 
Slip into the skin of Karl Childers, the abused, child- 
like, jut-jawed, homicidal antihero of Sling Blade. The 
character came to him a decade ago, when he was a 
struggling actor. “I was working on a crummy movie — 
that | had a little nothing part in. | was broke at the 
time. | started talking to myself in the mirror about 
what a creep | was. | started making faces at myself. 
| made that Karl face and started talking in that voice. 
All of a sudden, | had this weird character. | did that 
monologue in the mirror that day. It just came out.” 

Karl’s monologue, in which he talks about the 
killing that led to his institutionalization, was part of 
Thornton's one-man stage show for years. He filmed 
the monologue as a short piece entitied “Some Call It 
a Sling Blade,” which became the opening sequence 
in Sling Blade, his feature-directing debut. The film- 
maker surrounded himself with an unlikely cast, 
including John Ritter, with whom he'd starred on the 

sit-com Hearts Afire, as a lonely gay man who 






_ befriends fellow outcast Kari, and country-music hunk 


Dwight Yoakam as the beer-drinking macho man who 
becomes Karl's nemesis. Of Yoakam, Thornton says, 
“He's from Kentucky and Ohio, and | knew he'd 
understand this character, that he’d seen guys like 
this a thousand times. He’s a very passionate person, 
and passion can be used in all kinds of directions. | 
knew he could use it to reach that level of, as he says 
in the movie, ‘assholishness.’ ” 

Although he has a full slate of acting and writing 
projects ahead, Thornton doubts Sling Blade will bring 
him many offers or even the standard Oscar nomina- 
tion that goes to leading actors playing mentally 
impaired characters. “I'll bet you that doesn’t happen. 
They do tend to have the idea that characters like that 
are harder to play for actors, so the acting perfor- 
mance is worthy of an award because it's someone 
far away from you. But I've been doing this guy for so 
tong that it’s not so hard. Dustin [Hoffman] and Tom 
[Hanks] and those guys are not as close to their char- 
acters in real life as | am to this guy. | have a little of 
Karl in me. They're probably pretty stable guys.”

Kolya and Prisoner are Oscar worthy 


BY TOM MEEK During the first half of the 1990s, the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences developed a penchant for awarding 
the Best Foreign —- Film Oscar to such lite =— as 


Mediterraneo and Belle Epoque 
while slighting works with real 
integrity and depth, like Raise the 
Red Lantern and Farewell My 
Concubine. In 1994, the 
Academy interrupted this trend 
of false merit when it bestowed 
the distinction upon Nikita 
Mikhalkov’s stirring masterpiece 
Burnt by the Sun. This year, with 
the submission of the Czech 
Republic’s Kolya and the Russian 
Prisoner of the Mountains, the 
Academy will have two more 
opportunities to atone for past 
miscues. 

Both films represent ventures in 
family filmmaking. Kolya is 
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directed by Jan Sverak and stars 
his father, Zdenek, who also 
wrote the script. In Prisoner, 
Sergei Bodrov directs his son 
Sergei Jr., who makes his screen 
acting debut. But though each 
film is set against a_ politically 
tumultuous episode in. Soviet his- 
tory, they are worlds apart ideo- 
logically. The Sveraks’ full-circle 
story is a warmhearted explo- 
ration of the human spirit. Bodrov 
makes a passionate and politically 
unbiased case about the futility of 
warfare. 





Bodrov’s taut contemplation is 
a loose adaptation of Tolstoy’s 
short “Prisoner of _ the 
Caucasus,” which has_ been 
updated to the contemporary 
Russia-Chechnya conflict. It’s a 
minor tragedy that finds two 
Russian soldiers incarcerated by 
a Chechen patriarch with the 
hope he can trade them for a son 
who has been imprisoned by the 
local Russian guard. Yet the two 
soldiers are as foreign to each 
other as they are to their Muslim 
captors. Sacha (Oleg 





Menshikov, who was so subtly 
menacing in Burnt by the Sun) is 
the amoral propagator of war; 
Vania (Bodrov Jr.) is the reluc- 
tant recruit who has yet to fire 
his gun in combat. 

As the terms for their exchange 
seesaw, it’s the wide-eyed Vania 
who becomes the pivotal player. 
He softens Sacha; he develops a 
fondness for his captors, especial - 
ly the patriarch’s young daughter 
(Susanna Mekhralieva, who has 
Winona Ryder’s mesmerizing 
brown eyes). It’s these humanistic

interactions that are crucial to the 
film’s argument, and Bodrov Sr. 
tenaciously establishes a poignant 
balance within each moment by 
setting Vania’s innocence and 
compassion against the imminent 
hostility of war. 

Like Prisoner, the protagonists 
in Kolya transcend cultural barri- 
ers to touch the lives of others as 
they themselves become enlight- 
ened. The subject is a five-year- 
old Russian boy left in the care of 
a Czech musician on the eve of 
1989’s Velvet Revolution, when 
Communism fell in the Soviet 
Union and the Russians pulled 
out of Czechoslovakia. It’s a pre- 
dictable tale of parent-child bond- 
ing that works because of its 
deep-felt performances and tight 
direction. 

Zdenek Sverak brings a majes- 
tic grace to his surroundings as 
Frantisek Louka, a down-on-his- 
luck middle-age bachelor in 
Prague. Once a revered cellist, 











he’s been ousted from the 
prestigious Czech 
Philharmonic Orchestra 
and now makes a pittance 
playing funerals at the 
city’s crematorium. 
Beyond music, Louka’s 
only pleasure comes from 
dalliances with other 
men’s wives. That’s why 
it’s such a piquant joy to 
watch him try to continue 
his freewheeling love life 
as he confronts the com- 
plexities of parenthood. 

Financial pressures force 
Louka into a bogus mar- 
riage with a Russian beau- 
ty (a ravishing Irena 
Livanova), and through a 
series of fateful events, her 
son, Kolya (Andrej 
Chalimon), is delivered 
into his custody. At first 
their pairing is reluctant 
and strained by the politi- 
cal and linguistic incongruities 
between Russian and Czech, but 
they grow into a genuine father- 
son relationship that becomes 
blood-strong. 

The on-screen chemistry 
between Sverak and Chamilon is 
what makes Kolya. Sverak’s per- 
formance fuels the film, but 
Chamilon gives it heart, acting 
beyond his years and the cute 
smirks and silly remarks usually 
assigned to most child actors — 
like the Brillo-head in Jerry 
Maguire. 

The Sveraks and the Bodrovs 
have created handsome films 
(Pavel Lebeshev’s cinematogra- 
phy of Chechnya’s carved valleys 
is breathtaking) that are com- 
pelling portraits of humanity. 
Both render their final conse- 
quences in the wake of a momen- 
tous political transaction. Come 
March, one should strike Oscar 
gold. It’s just too bad there has to 
be a loser. ®

In control 


Errol Morris hits the Sundance jackpot 


This isn’t exactly a disinterested piece. My significant-other-of-a-girl- 
friend edited the final versions of the film. Still, congratulations to 
Cambridge filmmaker Errol Morris, whose Fast, Cheap, and Out of 


Control was huge and boffo at the 
1997 Sundance Film Festival. 
Janet Maslin bubbled over in the 
New York Times, calling the doc- 
umentary “strange and wonder- 
ful” and Morris “a brilliantly idio- 
syncratic filmmaker.” Sony 
Classics purchased theatrical 
rights for a lovely six-figure price, 
and Roger Ebert gave a speech at 
the Sundance premiere about 
how much he liked the film, fol- 
lowing the audience’s standing 
ovation. 

It’s the film that Morris, the 
highly regarded documentarian of 


The Thin Blue Line and A Brief 


History of Time, seemed unable to 
finish. For four tedious years: he 
struggled with the melding into 
one feature of four peculiar docu- 
mentary stories: of a topiary gar- 
dener, a mole-rat expert, a lion 
tamer, and an MIT robotics sci- 
entist. This was his oft-repeated 
joke about the backfiring of the 
film’s unwieldy title: “Well, it’s 
not fast, it’s not cheap, but it’s 
certainly out of control!” 

As late as September, he was 
geady to let the air out of the 











movie and ship a video-only ver- 
sion straight to public TV. But 
during the fall, with tweakings 
after private and semi-public pre- 
views, Fast, Cheap, and Out of 
Control started to work. “Each 
screening, it got better,” Morris 
explains at his Central Square 
office. “Finally, before Sundance, 
at Williams College everyone 
seemed to get it. They were enter- 
tained and moved.” 

What had changed? In earlier 
versions, he intercut his stories 
like crazy, almost Natural Born 
Killers style. In recent cuts, he 
says, “There are longer sections 
with the characters, letting each 
talk, until it sinks in.” 

Morris generously credits his 


editor, Karen Schmeer, and his 
enwoerdt anyon bk Srrols jud 





music composer, Caleb Sampson, 
for “playing really big roles in 
pulling the movie together. Karen 
always insisted on the visuals hav- 
ing some kind of coherence, not 
just be things to cut together. 
Caleb’s music has cemented the 
disparate elements.” 

A Sundance invitation motivat- 
ed Morris to gamble big money 
on making a 35mm version for 
the Park City (Utah) showing. 
Even without a _ distributor. 
“However, as Sundance 
approached, Michael Barker of 
Sony Classics indicated he really 
wished to buy the picture, sight 
unseen. He wanted Sony to dis- 
tribute ‘an Errol Morris film.’ 

“When I arrived at Sundance 
and went for breakfast, all sorts of 
people at another table were 
negotiating my deal: lawyers, my 
agency, people from Sony. The 
contract was finished before the 
screening at the Egyptian. We 
were going to sign in the lobby, 
but I thought that Sony’s Tom 
Bernard and | might as well go 
into the men’s room. I signed it 


on top of the towel dispenser.”

Trinity Rep dares the Broadway woods

forest of Into the Woods is a sort of atrium 
in Grandma’s Attic at Trinity Rep. A tangle 


of gnarled branches hovers high 
above a playing space sur- 
rounded on four sides by the 
audience — as well as by gar- 
rets and crannies full of old fur- 
nishings and gewgaws of the 
sort scenic designer Eugene 
Lee loves to scavenge and 
enshrine. Cinderella lives in 
one, along with those wicked 
stepsisters, one of whom is here 
a hunky transvestite. Jack of 
beanstalk fame occupies anoth- 
er, with his slatternly mom and 
an elderly white cow cuter than 
Lamb Chop. One corner hous- 
es what looks like a big old cup- 
board but opens up to reveal the 
lacquered tower of Rapunzel, 
who hurls down a long yellow 
braid thicker than Roseanne. 

Also hovering above the 
action, sent to her room as the 
musical begins, is a one-girl 
band (Amanda _Dehnert) 
dressed as Alice in Wonderland. 
Along with musical director, 
narrator, and longtime Trinity 
Rep fixture Richard Cumming, 
who mans a ground-level piano, 
“Alice” provides accompani- 
ment for this raucous in-the- 
round production of the Drama 
Critics Circle Award—winning 
musical by Stephen Sondheim 
and James Lapine that dares to 
explore the underside of “hap- 
pily ever after.”

sellout. Eustis and company 
have made the piece their own, 
rendering it in the vigorous, 
carny, yet sincere style that is 
Trinity’s trademark. You've 


heard that every exit is an 


entrance somewhere else, but 


here every entrance is an 
entrance somewhere else, with 
characters popping out of the 
catwalk, the stage floor, trea- 
sure chests and armoires. And 
the way the show thunders 
through the house, spectators 
should be offered optional 
injury insurance. 

This is not overall the best 
warbled Sondheim I’ve ever 
heard; the cast is made up of 
those Trinity regulars who can 
sing reasonably, along with a 
few Trinity conservatory stu- 
dents and recent grads with 
fine, trained voices. But the 
show is a wild, inventive ride, 
and it makes quite keen the pain 
of parenthood, and of family 
ties unraveling, that are among 
the musical’s themes. Rose 
Weaver, who bends the Witch’s 
music to suit the jazzy vernacu- 
lar in which she specializes, 
lacks the showy diction to wring 
the most from “Rooting 
through my rutabaga,/Raiding 
my arugula and/Ripping up the 
rampion.” But her tough comic 
brio is as impressive as her 
cleavage. And Weaver makes 
the Witch convincing, even 
moving, as a troubled, then 
bereaved, parent. 

For those unfamiliar with the 
Sondheim/Lapine musical, it 
melds the familiar tales of 
Cinderella, Jack, Rapunzel, 
and Little Red Riding Hood 
with that of a childless Baker 
and his Wife who are sent by 
the aforesaid Witch (who has 
zapped their reproductive 
equipment) on a sort of scav- 
enger hunt for fertility. All 
must go “into the woods” — 
territory of danger, growth, 
moral compromise, and the 
sexual underbrush. Then, in 
the second act, they must deal 
with the inevitable disappoint- 
ment and loss that follow get- 
ting what you wish for. It’s all 
pretty clever, and there are 
both serious and ironic under- 
pinnings. But the show goes 
gooey toward the end, lugubri- 
ously (opining that “no one is 
alone” and implying that when

manding Natalie Brown. But the 
speaker’s gender is irrelevant. 
Indeed, it could be anyone with a 
career, a conscience, and a 
healthy bank balance. 

The monologue, which runs 
nearly two hours without inter- 
mission, opens with the woman’s 
account of an angst-ridden night 
she spent sprawled on the floor of 
her hotel bathroom while travel- 
ing in a poor country in the throes 
of political upheaval. What fol- 
lows is a pastiche of fevered 
dreams, memories, reflections, 
rationalizations, and self-flagella- 
tion, all rooted in her vexed 


awareness of economic inequality 
and social and political injustice. 
Like a more discursive Gertrude 
Stein, she asks startlingly simple 
questions and then struggles to

answer them. Why are the poor 
poor? What can and should be 
done about it? What constitutes 
personal decency, and does 
decency matter? Do sympathy 
and good intentions count for 
anything in a world driven by 
money and power? 

Born into plenty and promise, 
the speaker has always valued her 
inner life. “I’ve been a student of 
my feelings since I was nine years 


old,” she says. In her mind, those 
feelings translate easily into 
“beliefs”: “I believe in sympathy.”

New Rep unleashes Gurney’s Sylvia

adores him. “Even when you hit me, I love you. I think you’re God,” 


Sylvia pants, her head in his lap. She may sound like a pathetic 


masochist or a paid sex slave, but 
she’s neither. She’s a wayward 
bitch he picked up in Central 
Park. He takes her home. His 
wife objects vehemently. 
Eventually, when his midlife cri- 
sis comes to a head, he’s asked to 
choose between his new love and 
the mother of his children. 

The plot of Sylvia sounds like 
stale psychodrama because that’s 
precisely what it is. But it’s billed 
as a comedy and played for laughs. 
Truth be told, a recent perfor- 
mance of the A.R. Gurney play — 
which was an Off Broadway hit, 
with Sarah Jessica Parker in the 
title role, and is ubiquitous on the 
regional circuit this year — at the 
New Repertory Theatre elicited 
hearty laughter and much 
applause. But not from me. 

The fact that A.R. Gurney’s 
obsequious Sylvia is not a fetch- 
ing young woman but a dog, in 
the literal sense, played by a fetch- 
ing young woman doesn’t always 
fully register. A woman on a leash 
is a woman on a leash, and it’s not 
a pretty sight. But even if one 


manages to suspend disbelief and 
grant Gurney’s Sylvia doghood,

the play is still a sick puppy. 

The action begins when Greg, a 
middle-age businessman, _ is 
accosted by Sylvia while sitting on 
a park bench, AWOL from his 
dull job. The attraction is mutual 
and instantaneous. Initially, wife 
Kate’s objections center on the 
mess and inconvenience an 
ungainly pet will bring to their 
empty nest. Soon, however, she 
becomes downright alarmed at 
Greg’s obsession with Sylvia, 
which borders on the monomani- 
acal. He cuts work to have lunch 
with her. He takes her on long 
walks that last into the wee hours. 
He admires her “cute butt.” 

As Greg sees it, his relationship 
with Sylvia has put him in touch 
with the good, the true, and the 











primal. “It’s like I feel closer to 
my fellow creatures in some new 
and larger way,” he explains. “It’s 
like being part of a larger pack.” 
He’s taken aback, however, when 
he realizes that the pack includes 
male dogs that Sylvia finds irre- 
sistibly sexy. When she casually 
couples with a studly Dalmatian, 
he calls her a “promiscuous slut” 
and promptly has her spayed, 
which she resents. “I feel like a 
gutted turkey,” she says, and set- 
tles in for a good pout. 

Soon, however, Sylvia forgives 
the gutting and resumes her slav- 
ish devotion. Greg, for his part, 
becomes progressively more 
besotted, driving his wife to a psy- 
chiatrist and threats of divorce. 
When he’s finally forced to

to comprehend the material world 
and her place in it makes for some 
of The Fever’s most arresting 
moments. At one point, for exam- 
ple, the speaker remembers meet- 
ing a desperately poor woman who 
was begging on the street. 
Instinctively, she reached into her 
pocket for some money but sud- 
denly found herself paralyzed by 
the question of how much to give. 
“Why not give her all of it?” she 
asked herself, realizing with a start 
that “that question could poison 
your whole life.” 

Amazing as it may seem, 
Shawn even manages to eke emo- 
tional mileage out of the more 
arcane passages of Karl Marx’s 
Das Kapital. After reading the 
section on commodity fetishism 
and the labor theory of value, the 








woman recognizes that 
the clothes she wears 
and the food she eats 
put her into a relation- 
ship, often an exploita- 
tive one, with the peo- 
ple who produced 
them. Soon, however, 
she finds that she can’t 
live with that under- 
standing, which 
demands a_ seismic 
change in perspective. 
“For two days,” she 
recalls, “I could see the 
fetishism of commodi- 
ties all around me. But 
by the third day, it was 
gone.” Her outrage at 
political violence 
proves ephemeral as 
well. News of political- 
ly motivated butchery 
haunts her for a while, 
but her righteous 
indignation soon gives 
way to “a numbness,” 
“a blankness,” or “a 
kind of sour rotting 
lovelessness.” In the 
end, she asks only for forgiveness 
— for her‘luck, for her happy ife, 
and for her unawareness. 
Because it< circles: repeatedly 
around the same themes without 
providing much in the way of 
resolution or revelation, Shawn’s 
script could easily become 
tedious. But the dynamism and 
nuance that Brown brings to her 
demanding role keep the mono- 
logue from becoming dull. 
Throughout the performance, 
the actress maintains eye contact 
with the audience, which invites 
empathy and ~- identification. 
Thanks largely to this careful 
modulation from her and direc- 
tor Adam T. Zahler, Shawn’s 
bleeding-heart protagonist 
proves forgivable but exceedingly 
difficult to forget. 7 















choose between his dog and his 
marriage, he makes the responsi- 
ble choice. But then he finds that 
he can have it all after all. 
Galvanized by the love of a good 
mutt, he finds a new job and 
crafts a new life, one informed by 
his many profound but inchoate 
insights into his true nature and 
place in God’s glorious creation. 
Gurney is barking up one twist- 
ed tree when he ascribes redemp- 
tive powers of such soul-altering 
proportions to a dog.

writes, “I know this to be true.” 
Even if those four sage canines 
were Christ, Buddha, 
Mohammed, and Krishna rein- 
carnate, “the totality of all ques- 
tions and answers” would still be 
a bit of a stretch. 

Although the New Repertory 
Theatre’s production of the popu- 
lar work suffers from Braha’s 
hardbitten earnestness, her cast- 
ing and staging compensate 
somewhat. The simple and stun- 
ningly lit sets are impressive, and 
most of the acting is as convinc- 
ing as can be. Chloé Leamon is 
over the top in two of her three 
small parts, but Richard McElvain 
and Sheila Stasack are rock-solid 
in the roles of Greg and Kate, and 
Eva Kaminsky gives the dog her 
full due.

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Boston Ballet's Onegin is poetry in motion

Thursday the company brought back to the 
Wang Center what is probably its greatest 


production, 


Onegin. 


On Saturday Bruce 


Marks announced that he’s stepping down as 


artistic director (see accompany- 
ing story). In his 11 years at 
Boston Ballet, Marks has put the 
company on the map of American 
dance; it’s not going too far to 
say that without him, there’d be 
no Onegin — or Boston Ballet as 
we know it. 

It’s also not going too far to 
compare John Cranko’s 1965 
masterpiece (of which Boston 
Ballet gave the American pre- 
miere, in 1994) to Swan Lake or 
Sleeping Beauty. All three have 
music by Tchaikovsky. Onegin 
was not composed as a ballet 
(don’t confuse this work with 
Tchaikovsky’s opera Yevgeny 
Onegin, which has its own com- 
pletely different score), but you’d 
never guess: the music is a superb 
cut-and-paste job by Karl-Heinz 
Stolze, Cranko’s assistant at the 
Wiirttemberg State Theater in 
Stuttgart, who drew mostly on lit- 
tle-known piano works but also 
from Francesca da Rimini and a 
little-known suite called The 
Caprices of Oksana. Onegin does 
not. boast..spectacular set pieces 
like the Rose Adagio of Sleeping 
Beauty or the pas de deux of 
Swan Lake. Thanks to Pushkin, 
however, it has a more engrossing 
plot than either of its peers. 

We're in the country outside 
St. Petersburg, where the Larin 
sisters, bookworm Tatyana and 
the more outgoing Olga, are 
entertaining Qlga’s suitor, 
Lensky, and Lensky’s friend, the 
aloof Onegin. Tatyana is smitten 
with Onegin and writes him the 
famous letter (“It is the will of 
Heaven: | am yours”); Onegin, 
who’s bored with everything, 
including love, tears up her letter 
before her eyes. At her name-day 
party he relieves his tedium by 
flirting with Olga; Lensky is out- 
raged and challenges him to a 
duel. Onegin kills Lensky. Our 
story resumes in St. Petersburg, 
where Onegin, after years of aim- 
less wandering, visits his friend 
Prince Gremin and finds that the 
prince’s beautiful, grown-up wife 
is... Tatyana. Now he falls in 
love with her — and she’s still in 
love with him. But it’s too late. 
She tears up his love letter and 
sends him away. 

For all that Cranko realizes this 
scenario with a number of gor- 
geous set pieces waltzes, 
polkas, a mazurka and a polon- 
aise, a stunning Russian folk 
number, plus two pas de deux for 
Onegin and Tatyana, one for 
Tatyana and Gremin, one for 
Olga and Lensky, and solos all 
around — the heart of his ballet 
resides in the characterizations, 
whose complexities are evident in 
the different interpretations 
Boston Ballet has on offer. Laszlo 
Berdo’s Onegin is handsome and 
arrogant in a Clark Gable way; 
the chilling fury of his pirouettes 
just before he kills Lensky sug- 
gests a dark, deeply feprenenn

anger. Olivier Wecxsteen is larger, 
shyer, a Great Dane of an Onegin 
who seems afraid to love. He 
doesn’t have Berdo’s speed, but 
he brings the suaveness of a Cary 
Grant to the dreamy Letter Scene 
pas de deux, and he’s puppy-dog 
pleading in his final encounter 
with Tatyana (for which, with 
haunting irony, Stolze used music 
from Francesca da_ Rimini, 
Dante’s story of a wife who did 
betray her husband).

Larins’ house is a weatherbeaten 
brown shingled building made 
romantic by a balcony, a splash of 
wisteria, and surrounding birch 
trees (a Russian symbol of fideli- 
ty); the ladies wear fetching out- 
fits of buttermilk and cream. 
Inside we get rustic faded crim- 
son. with French _ provincial 
appointments and dried flowers 
in hanging baskets; and for Prince 
Gremin’s townhouse in_ St. 
Petersburg, Maryinsky blue (the 
Maryinsky was the Imperial the- 
ater) with chandeliers. Best of all 
is the full-length mirror in 
Tatyana’s bedroom, and the way, 
in her dream, Onegin steps 
through it, suggesting the reflex- 
ive nature of her love. 

The score is infectious, and it’s 
played by what must be the best 
Tchaikovsky orchestra in Ameri- 
ca, director Jonathan McPhee 
giving full (and correct — this 
isn’t Beethoven) weight to the 
winds, brass, and percussion. His 
gradual acceleration of tempo 
during the first scene’s folk dance 
(don’t miss the ladies’ sassy foot- 
work) brings the closing diagonal 
gallop to a sensational climax 
that’s a match for anything in 
Riverdance. \t should have you up 
on your feet — and while you're

straight album, Stephen Malkmus, Scott 
Kannberg, and the three other musicians who 


make up Pavement 


have managed the 


remarkable feat of appearing totally familiar 
and bracingly different at the same time. In 


fact, the first thing that hits you 
about Brighten the Corners 
(Matador, in stores this Tuesday) 
is how little they seem to have 


changed over’ the _ years. 
Somehow these veteran 
California wastrels have 


remained casual, emotive, edgy, 
and lyrical all at once — when so 
many bands who sound like them 
are just raw and sloppy. Yet as the 
title suggests, there’s also been a 
crucial change here. After ram- 
shackle experimentation and 
jagged romance of the carcering 
Slanted and Enchanted (1992), 
the aching melodiousness of the 
grandly pessimistic Crooked 
Rain, Crooked Rain (1994), and 
the rampant underground eclec- 
ticism of the showy Wowee 
Zowee (1995), this new one is a 
relaxcd, open-hearted respite. It 
has no pure pop standouts to 
attract radio programmers like 
“Cut Your Hair” or cven 
“Summer Babe.” Yet from start 
to finish, all of its Pavementy 
ruckus is subsumed by an attrac- 
tive, affecting tuncfulness. 

And something more. The easy 
self-assurance of Brighten the 
Corners may be different from any- 
thing they've done before, but it 
makes me wonder whether it will 
be pretty much all they do from 
now on. Yes, they may still come 
up with something completely 
unexpected. But this new album 
suggests that they may finally have 
found their range life (as one song 
calls it) and settled down into their 





heretofore famously avoided 
career, Career, Career. 
Of course, most fans and 


detractors — would say they 
entered that phase of the rock- 
and-roll game much earlier. If 
you took a poll, the average start 
date of their professional life 
would be placed somewhere 
around the time Malkmus sang 
his “career” refrain in the climax 
of “Cut Your Hair,” their almost- 
a-hit single from Crooked Rain, 
Crooked Rain. After all, that 
album was the most accessible 
product they had ever made. Not 
only did they deign to perform 
carcfully constructed pop tunes, 
but in support of the album they 
forsook their notorious privacy by 
giving scrious interviews, posing 
for photo shoots, even making a 
video anything to stoke the 
publicity machine like honest pros 
(if not exactly earnest ones). This 
effort paid off: their first and sec- 
ond albums together sold a quar- 
ter-million copies. A respectable 
number in any context, it seems 
practically miraculous when you 
consider that, a decade earlier, 
underground raves the 
Replacements sold some 6000 
copies of their second album, 
Hootenanny (the figure stuck in 
my head at the time because even 
then it seemed paltry). 

But if Pavement’s solid success 
spells “career,” that career has 
Ls bligw ven} 





never approached the level most 
of us associate with genuine rock 
stars. When Capitol Records 
made Matador part of its corpo- 
rate family recently, Pavement 
were surely a huge enticement to 
the big boys, but. that still doesn’t 
put the group on a-par witb 
Smashing Pumpkins or Nine Inch 
Nails or even their role models, 
Sonic Youth. Pavement’s tour of 
duty in the 1995 Lollapalooza 
festival proved as much. Some of 
the benighted reviews | saw in the 
dailics gave them short shrift, as if 
they were soine sort of acid-dam- 
aged novelty act. And I heard 
other reports of fantastic’ sets 
played before largely disinterested 
crowds. 

This commercial limitation has 
been underlined by the band’s 
utter lack of faith in the starmak- 
ing machinery. Pavement may

have been reaching for fame on 
Crooked Rain, but they did it with 
all the caution of a gun-shy deer 
stretching to lap, some water from 
a lake. Much of Crooked Rain was 
about losing faith in rock and roll 
itself. That doesn’t mean losing 
the need for it or the love of it, 
just the belicf in its hicrarchical 
culture and its restorative power. 
Although this crisis of faith was 
just one part of Pavement’s 
romantic, angst-ridden obsession 
with the whole doomed bloom of 
youth, it’s a testament to 
Malkmus’s intuitive prescience 
that his album prefigured much of 
alterna-rock’s downfall (“Good 
night to the rock-and-roll era”) in 
the very year that the alternative 
revolution reached its zenith. 
Within 10 or 12 months of the 
CD’s release, we experienced 
both the glorious summer of Live 
Through This, Monster, and 
Mellow Gold and the winter of 
our discontent brought on by 
depressing grunge rehashes, stag- 
nating sales, and onc fatal pull of 
a shotgun trigger. 

No wonder, then, _ that 
-Pavement’s popularity is so limit- 
ed; what brofized youth wants to 
go to Lollapalooza to bob his or 
her handsome head to songs 
haunted by the mortality of youth

culture? That's more the stuff of 


pasty-faced rock critics (includ- 
ing yours truly). Indeed, 
Pavement are almost the defini- 
tion of a “critics’ band.” This sus- 
pect phrase has always been used 
by critics themselves to disparage 
the preferences of others with 
whom they disagree. Reminding 
other critics of their self-loathing 
is always a good way to under- 
mine your enemics’ confidence in 
their own judgment. 

But in Pavement's case, the 
label could also mean, “Critics 
have more fun.” Aside from 
Malkmus’s taste for cultural 
analysis, his way with meaning 
can be a joy for alienated intellec- 
tuals and closet English majors 
who have no problem wading 
through double entendres, private 
references, and utter horseshit. 
(Random couplet from the new 
album: “Praise the grammar 
police/Sct me up with your 
nicce.”) Malkmus has also said 
many times that his distaste for 
direct expression has to do with 
his fear of cheapening his most 
personal emotions. Critics like- 
wise are exposed to too much 
cheap fakery as guitarslingers try 
to convince the world that we all 
necd another sorry-ass love song. 
Needless to say, Malkmus’s ambi- 
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guity and distance provide a safe 
way out for both parties. (Then 
again, the entire cult of authentic- 
ity, where singers have to live 
what they sing about, is a fairly 
recent romantic delusion in the 
history of song.) 

It's casy to see the sprawling 
pyrotechnics of Wowee Zowee as 
a way out of the pessimism, a way 
to hide from the quandary of sig- 
nificance. But as Malkmus sancly 
defended the album in an inter- 
view with Michael Krugman in 
Raygun, you could also sce it as 
being, “just about Pavement .. . 
It's just about all our styles over 
our whole time that we've been 
making records . . . It’s just sup- 
posed to be a good indie-rock 
record, you know? The things | 
like about independent music and 
that scene is, it’s kind of free.” 
Brighten the Corners, then, is 
where Malkmus and company 
show us what they can do with 
those styles when they admit that 
— like R.E.M. and Sonic Youth 
and almost no onc else I can think 
of — they've grown beyond indic 
rock without either giving up or 
selling out. 

At first, this achievement might 
feel as if Pavement were just revis- 
iting their tricd-and-true formu- 
las, much as it seemed to me 
when I first put on R.E.M.’s New 
Adventures in. Hi-Fi or Sonic 
Youth’s Experimental Jet Set, 
Trash and No Star. As on those 
albums, the formulas feel not only 
repetitive but as light as gos- 
samer. But in time, this lightness 
turns out to be the key; it’s really 
about that dreaded word in indic 
rock, refinement. In Pavement’s 
case, those refinements are multi- 
ple: there’s Mark Ibold’s newly 
fluid bass lines providing melodic 
hooks here and there and har- 
monic counterpoint everywhere; 
there’s the slow false starts that 
add extra punch to the rockers 
when they finally kick in; there’s 
the ever-expanding boundaries of 
Malkmus’s (and whoever’s) gui- 
tars; there’s the improved drum- 
ming of Steve West (glad they 
dropped that proposed title 
“Westy Can't Drum”); there's 
Malkmus’s plaintive, unsprung 
vocals (he’s learned to nurse their 
grating imperfections the way 
some guitarists nurse a good long 
feedback wave). As for the songs 
themselves, whether  heart- 
wrenching or invigorating, they 
focus on just a few themes. Some 
seem to be about love, others 
about the empty high life lived by 
the band. “Type Slowly” might be 
about death. 

For the moment, it doesn't 
much matter. As Pavement Icave 
explicit meaning behind for pure 
musicmaking, they could almost 
be reclaiming the discredited 
genre of jazz rock. The lyrics are 
there to provide texture as much 
as meaning; the grooves become 
just one clement among many; 
the sonic palette is left wide open 
but always forged to a carcfully 
developed signature — sound. 
Temperament: and imagination 
are harnessed to the development 
of craft. Christ, they’ve even got 
touches of tlute and harpsichord 
in a couple songs (both fake, | 
presume). \iy guess is that once 
you've reached this stage, you 
can't go home again.

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Music without authors 


Can DJ Shadow, Aphex Twin, etc. make hits? 


BY MATT ASHARE In the science-fiction 
allegory “Tlon, Ugbar, Orbis Tertius,” the 


Argentinean writer 


postulated a utopian world in which the idea 
of the author as we understand it has ceased 
“The dominant notion 


to exist. 


everything is the work of one sin- 
gle author,” he wrote in 1956, 
anticipating postmodernist dis- 
course. “Books are rarely signed. 
The concept of plagiarism does 
not exist; it has been established 
that all books are the work of one 
single writer, who is timeless and 
anonymous.” 

Five and a half minutes into the 
second track on Entroducing .. . 
(Mo Wax/ffrr), the new disc by 
D] Shadow (a/k/a 24-year-old 
Josh Davis of Davis, California), a 


voice interrupts the funky flow of 


hip-hop beats, jazzy piano 
chords, and wah-wah guitar with 
an announcement: “I would like 
to be able to continue to let what 
is inside of me, which comes from 


all the music that I hear . . . come 
out. It’s like it’s not really me 
that’s coming through. The 


music’s coming through me.” 

You might think Shadow is 
adhering to the old spiritual cliché: 
“| don’t play the music; the music 
plays me.” But he’s really subvert- 
ing it; he literally means that he 
doesn’t play the music. Not even 
the voice is his. Like everything 
else on Entroducing .. . , it’s taken 
(borrowed? lifted? plagiarized?) 
from another source. And though 
Davis signs the name D] Shadow 
to his work, he and a growing 
number of electronic auteurs — 
Aphex Twin, Alex. Patterson with 
the Orb, Orbital, Dj Spooky, the 
DJs at England’s Ninja Tune label, 
to name only a few — have begun 
to crode conventional notions of 
authorship in music, opening the 
window on new possibilities for 
pop. Using sampling technology, 
they digitally record and electroni- 
cally manipulate sounds taken 
from sources that can range from 
old funk LPs to pre-release dance 
singles to, well, anything that 
makes noise. Sonic collages 
become new songs that aren't real- 
ly “written” in the traditional sense 
of the word. The music is certain- 
ly coming through DJs _ like 
Shadow and New York’s Spooky, 
but its point of its origin is harder 
to pin down. 

Welcome to the Orbis Tertius of 
electronic music, an often disori- 
enting place where pseudonyms 
and subgenres seem to proliferate 
almost as fast as the beats-per- 
minute. As a loose category that 
encompasses everything from bass 
& drums (or jungle) and trip-hop 
to acid jazz and ambient dub, it’s 
already conquered much of 
_ Europe and England, where even 
American techno artists like Moby 
and the San Francisco D} amal- 
gam Hardkiss have fared better 
than on their home turf. And late- 
ly it’s been gaining enough critical 
mass, in terms of media coverage 
and major-label attention, to break 
through in a US market that’s now 
suffering from a bad case of post- 
grunge and post-punk burnout. 
Steve Fisk, the Seattle producer 
known for his work with

grungesters the Screaming Trees 
and indie-rockers Unwound, has 
gone techno with Pigeonhead, a 
project that just released a solid 
disc on Sub Pop (The Full 
Sentence). Instrumental outfits 
like Chicago’s ‘Tortoise and 
Maryland's Trans Am, who both 
record for Thrill Jockey, are creat- 
ing rich, electronic tapestries with 
rock undertones. Columbia just 
signed a decal with Ovum 
Recordings, an indie imprint 
helmed by techno DJs Josh Wink 
and King Britt. And remember, 
Perry Farrell, who’s proved in the

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past that he knows something 
about cashing in early on cultural 
trends, put his money on electron- 
ic music last summer with the 
ENIT tour. 

So far, though, the electronic 
underground has yet to produce a 
Nirvana — an artist capable of 
taking the world, or at least the 
US, by storm. There was reason 
to believe that Moby would be the 
one before he opted to abandon 
his sampler for a guitar on his 
new Elektra release, Animal 
Rights (see accompanying story). 
Moby got as far as he did with 


techno by acting like a rock guy 
on stage, a model that’s now been 
adopted by the British band 
Prodigy, who hired a second-rate 
Johnny Rotten singer last year 
and in a recent MTV interview 
were heard distancing themselves 
from the rave scene. The 
Chemical Brothers made main- 
stream inroads last fall, but only 
with help from Oasis’s Nocl 
Gallagher singing on the single 
“Setting Sun.” And a DJ named 
BT (Brian Transcau) is currently 
getting some airplay with “Blue 
Skies,” a track from the album 


Ima (Kinetic/Reprise) that fea- 
tures vocals by Tori Amos. 

“I know KROQ and MTV want 
to start playing more clectronic 
stuff,” offers Moby, “but there’s 
one really big problem: there are 
only two or three [commercially] 
viable clectronic artists in the 
whole world. The Prodigy are the 
only real one; they're really the 
only band that has personality, a 
singer, and a good live show. The 
Chemical Brothers are boring live 
and so is Tricky, even though he 
makes great records. There was a

and become a major 
club hit with Britain’s 
emerging rave culture, he had impeccable cre- 
dentials in the dance world and two important 
qualities that most of his fellow technocrats 
lacked: personality and, well, personality. 
instead of hiding behind a veil of anonymity, 
lethargically mumbling his way through inter- 
views like the Orb’s Alex Paterson, Moby (a/k/a 
Richard Hall) spoke engagingly of his personal 
beliefs (Christian, vegan, anti-drug) and back- 
ground (he’s a distant relative of Herman 
Melville). And with 1995's Everything Is Wrong 
(Elektra) and the tour that followed, he proved 
willing to meet America’s uninitiated alternative- 


rock masses halfway between the mosh pit and _ 


the dance floor, fusing anthemic guitars to 
house beats, putting his own confessional voice 
next to the wail of club divas, and even perform- 
ing asa rock band, Moby, in short, became 
electronica’s ambassador to the mainstream by 
acting nothing like a knob-twiddling DJ. 
Apparently it was less an act than a prelude 


to Animal Rights (Elektra), which hits stores this 
Tuesday. Here Moby projects himself even fur- 
ther into the rockist camp, eschewing dance 
beats for thrash tempos, synth washes for 
buzzing guitars, and techno ambiance for organ- 
ic guitar- and piano-based instrumental inter- 
ludes. The disc's first single, and its best track, 
is a faithful, rousing rendition of the 1980 
Mission of Burma post-punk anthem “That's 
When | Reach for My Revolver,” replete with a 
driving beat, layered guitars, and angst-ridden 
vocals. Although only half of the disc's 16 tracks 
are full-on rock numbers — ranging from the 
speed-punk fury of “Someone To Love” and the 
Ramonesy “You” to the bristling, heavy-metal- 
ized assault of “Say It’s All Mine” and the Trent 
Reznor-—ish “When you're fucking me it powers 
up my soul” admission in “Heavy Flow” — the 
rockers set the tone. The soothing instrumentals 
are simply respites from the guitar storm. 

Perhaps even more telling: Moby recorded 
two house-style remixes of the Mission of 
Burma cover that he’s opted not to release in 
the US. And though Animal Rights was recorded 
at a home studio, where for convenience’ sake 
Moby relied mostly on sampled drums rather 
than the real thing, he'll be touring behind the 
disc with a trad, four-piece rock outfit: two gui- 
tars, bass, drums — and no sampler. if his 
explosive performance on the Lollapalooza sec- 
ond stage two summers ago, or the raw charge 
of the live versions of “Someone To Love” and 
“You” on the “That’s When | Reach for My 
Revolver” B-side, is any indication, the tour 
should help establish him as a worthy commer- 
cial entity. But there’s little doubt that, at least 
for the time being, Moby is no longer poised to 
further the cause of techno in America.

when | felt hip-hop, house, and 
techno were really vital and excit- 
ing. But in the last couple of years 
I've lost interest. | think it's 
become the musical equivalent of 
graphic design. It’s cool when 
you look at it, but you never get 
too worked up over it because it’s 
mostly scmi-personality-Icss.” 

Of course it’s the lack of “per- 
sonality,” or of a distinct human 
voice, that makes the current 
wave of electronic music interest- 
ing and potentially revolutionary. 
Sampling is nothing new: it’s 
been part of hip-hop's aesthetic 
since the beginning. The concept 
of “sampling” sounds from the 
environment by recording them 
on loops of magnetic tape has 
been a cornerstone of experimen- 
tal music for the last half of the 
century. Analog and then digital 
synthesizers have been a part of 
pop music since the ‘70s. And, 
hey, everybody remembers 
Thomas Dolby’s “Blinded Me 
with Science” from a decade ago. 

Like punk rock, clectronic music 
has its own sceret history, which 
you can trace back to conceptualist 
composers like John Cage and 
Karlheinz Stockhausen; studio 
gurus like Brian Eno, Lee Perry, 
and Bill Laswell; Eurodisco mas- 
terminds Jean-Marc Cerrone and 
Giorgio Moroder; bands _ like 
Kraftwerk and Cabaret Voltaire; 
and the mid-’80s Chicago acid- 
house scene. In an odd way, the re- 
emergence of punk as indic rock in 
the ‘90s may have inadvertently 
helped seed the clouds for an 
incoming techno storm by de- 
emphasizing the importance of the 
virtuoso in pop music and spread- 
ing the Do It Yourself gospel. With 
his talent for scamless, fast-paced 
edits, DJ Shadow may be the Eddie 
Van Halen of the sampler, but 
Entroducing . . . is a celebration 
more of cut-and-paste possibilities 
than of a cult of personality. 

On the new Aphex Twin (a/k/a 
Richard James) disc Richard D. 
James Album (Elektra), doors can 
be heard opening and closing in 
the background as a voice calls 
his given name. A self-proclaimed 
eccentric who builds his own 
synths and samplers, James 
records in his bedroom, which 
gives an edge of human warmth 
to even his coldest techno cre- 
ations. James has also made a 
habit of creating music that is at 
once a celebration and an ironic 
comment on a particular genre. 
This time his target is the roiling 
rhythms of jungle, which he 
chops into a sporadic, often 
unsettling barrage of mostly 
undanceable beats. 

Artists like Aphex Twin, D] 
Shadow, and D] Spooky, projects 
like the Orb and Chemical 
Brothers, collectives like Ninja 
Tune and Hardkiss, and even pro- 
ducers like the sample-happy 
Dust Brothers are blurring the 
lincs between the role of the D}, 
who plays and comments on 
music, and the performer, who 
plays with and produces music. 
With U2 due to release a jungle- 
influenced disc, My Bloody 
Valentine dabbling in techno, and 
bands like Cibo Matto mixing 
hip-hop and pop, it seems clear 
that people are learning to think 
about the kind of music Borges 
might have postulated in his fan- 
tasy world. e

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MICHAEL BRECKER: 
NOT FOR 
INITIATES ONLY 


For the most part, jazz today is a music 
for initiates. But occasionally artists 
will cross over to a larger audience. 
Saxophonist Michael Brecker certainly 
ranks among those jazz musicians with 
a common touch. For his most recent 
CD, Tales from the Hudson (Impulse!), 
he put together a quintet of similar 
broad appeal, with guitarist Pat 
Metheny, pianist Joey Calderazzo, 
bassist Dave Holland, and drummer 
Jack DeJohnette. On Groundhog Day 
they sold out two shows at the Charles 
Hotel Ballroom. 

They lost little time getting into 
gear on the first set Sunday night. 
Brecker’s potent combination of 
blues, bop; and the music of John 
Coltrane energized the very first tune, 
“Slings and Arrows.” Calderazzo’s 
medium-tempo “Midnight Voyage” 
brought out Brecker’s bluesier side 
with an expertly paced, melodically 
compelling solo. Metheny’s “Every 
Day I Thank You” featured another 
beautifully paced Brecker tenor solo, a 
lyrical statement that soared over the 
chiming chords of Metheny and 
Calderazzo and broke into ecstatic 
waves of notes as it ended. “African 
Skies,” a dedication to Coltrane, 
found Brecker using the late saxo- 
phonist’s vocabulary in an entirely 
personal way. His lines are more reg- 
ular than Coltrane’s, and they built 
from short phrases that piled up into a 
statement of imposing solidity, clarity, 
and boldness. The multiphonics and 
split tones that ended his solo rose 
more from buoyant optimism than 
from inner turmoil. 

Metheny’s warm tone and inviting 
quirks were an excellent foil to 
Brecker’s steely intensity. On 
“Midnight Voyage,” he reworked a 
riff all over the range of his guitar, 
trailed off unexpectedly, then flowed 
on into dark stuttering phrases at the 
low end of his instrument before 
climbing upward on luscious lines 
that he colored with bent notes and 
chords. His unaccompanied inter- 
lude on “Every Day I Thank You” 
provided a quiet moment in an other- 
wise tumultuous set. : 

This is a line-up without a weak 
link. On “Slings and Arrows” Holland 
shadowed Metheny so closely, they 
sometimes improvised the same lines 
simultaneously. And Holland’s intro- 
duction to “African Skies,” a highlight 
of the set, started with almost folk- 
song simplicity to build to a towering 
line of Baroque complexity that 
extended into low-down blues, sud- 
den flurries of notes, and jagged 
embellishments. DeJohnette knew 
exactly what to play. While his hi-hat 
kept the beat, his cymbals, bass drum, 
and snares and toms kept up a con- 
stant dialogue with each soloist. His 
rhythmic sparring with Calderazzo on 
the unidentified set closer provided 
some of the show’s most exciting 
moments. And his empathy with 
Brecker in particular reinforced the 
saxophonist’s solo structure while 
adding depth and color. 

For an added treat, Chick Corea, 
who had been dueting in a reunion 
with vibraphonist Gary Burton in the 
Regattabar since Thursday, joined 
the group for an encore of Ornette 
Coleman’s “Turnaround.” They 
responded with some of the earthiest 
blues and most ethereal abstraction 
of the night, making it a special 
guest appearance that actually was 
special. 

If you missed the show, Tales from 
the Hudson is worth picking up. It 
offers the same optimistic excitement, 
formal clarity, and drive, plus pianist 
McCoy Tyner and Don Alias as guests 
on two tracks. Brecker is at his inven- 
tive and athletic best, Metheny is both 
cheery and full of surprises, and the 
band are rock solid. They exude con- 
fidence and play with power and 
grace. And you don’t need to be an 
initiate to appreciate those qualities.

WACO BROTHERS 
AND RICO BELL: 
GHOST WRITERS 
IN DISGUISE 


Following Karl Marx’s lead, the 
Mekons have time and again com- 
posed socialist-tinged elegies for 
America in particular and for capital- 
ism in general, from “Ghosts of 
American Astronauts” to “Funeral.” 
“There’s a mighty crisis coming,” they 
sang 10 years ago, “Reagan Thatcher 
dead and gone.” Of course, none of 
these prophecies has come true. (Yet.) 
What matters is that the Mekons have 
fulfilled the mission of the radical 
artist: imagining new possibilities for 
the world’s transformation. And they 
set that vision to powerful, innovative 
music. 

Now the Waco Brothers, led by 
the Mekons’ Jon Langford, have 
taken up the same mission. On their 
uneven. first album, To the Last 
Dead Cowboy, Langford hailed 
“$Bill the Cowboy” as “the last pres- 
ident of the United States.” They 
outdo themselves on the follow-up, 
Cowboy in Flames (both on 
Bloodshot Records). Here Langford 
holds court at a riotous wake for 
“The Death of Country Music,” in 
which the band gleefully cannibalize 
country’s history and wring passion 
out of its faded myths. “We’ll spill 
some blood on the ashes/On the 
bones of the Jones and the Cashes,” 
sings Langford, hot on the heels of 
punk versions of George Jones’s 
“White Lightning” and Johnny 
Cash’s “Big River.” Even with this 
death fixation, the album is full of 
life, and the Waco Brothers convey 
the contagious ardor of a man div- 
ing headfirst into the pits of Hell 
(“Take Me to the Fires”).

country devotees. It doesn’t show in 
their roots: most of this line-up is 
from England: mandolin player 
Tracey Dear, bass player Alan 
Doughty (of Jesus Jones), guitarist 
Langford, and drummer Steve 
Goulding (also a Mekon). But their 
background doesn’t prevent them 
from getting it right. Even Chicagoan 
Dean Schlabowske (of Wax Trax’s 
token punk band Wreck) can sing 
country heartbreak with conviction, 
and Mark Durante’s pedal-steel play- 
ing is so dead-on smooth, it’s hard to 
believe he came from the abrasive 
industrial groups KMFDM and the 
Revolting Cocks. 

Somewhere along the line the band 
members went back to their real 
roots. For all its country trappings, 
Cowboy in Flames is a fierce rock 
album. The sloppy exuberance is 
reminiscent of the Pogues, only much 
tighter — in both senses of the word. 
This album is on par with the 
Mekons’ best recent work. 

Side-project supergroups rarely 
tour (too many other commitments), 
so the upcoming Wacos show at T.T. 
the Bear’s Place should be a treat. 
Along for the ride is the Mekons’ 
accordionist, who recently stepped 
out with his first solo album, The 
Return of Rico Bell (also Bloodshot). 
Produced by Langford, the album 
indulges Bell’s boozy, melancholy, 
streak. Shedding tears for old haunts 
and lost companions, he romanticizes 
life on the run and in the shadows. 
These disenchanted fantasies are stan- 
dard barfly dreams, though in Bell’s 
hands they can take on an epic quali- 
ty. Between Bell’s reverie and the 
Waco Brothers’ revelry, this double 
bill offers a precariously tipsy ideal of 
balance.

Earthling is good pop-art fun 


BY RICHARD C. WALLS Since his time spent in the 


*80s as a simulacrum of pop/rock normality, David Bowie 
has been slowly morphing back into an amalgam of his 


various E.T. personae: The 
Man Who Fell From The 
Charts. On his new Earthling 
(Virgin, in stores Tuesday) the 
transformation seems com- 
plete. It’s not that he’s finally 
rearrived at his futuristic past; 
Bowie’s much too conscious of 
current trends merely to 
rehash old stances (even if he 
now operates from behind 
instead of ahead of the curve). 
Rather it’s as if, no longer wor- 
ried about being in the com- 
mercial running (been there, 
done that), he’d decided to go 
with his impulse to be a 
pop/art dude and have some 
fun in the process. The result is 
his least calculated and most 
naturally eccentric release 
since Lodger — musically 
coherent and energized and 
something that longtime fans 
can enjoy rather than just set- 
tle for. 

The signature sound of 
Earthling is a densely aggres- 
sive jungle/techno/industrial 
backdrop, metallic slabs of elec- 
tronics over a quick pulse. 
Embedded in this cold hard-ass 
sludge are such reassuring 
touchstones as co-songwriter 
Reeves Gabrels’s solid rock gui- 
tar, pianist Mick Garson’s Cecil 
Taylor homages. (or whoever, 
with his free-form pointillist 
gewgaws), and Bowie’s fam- 
iliar disembodied crooning. 
Although the songs are paced 
by  pressure-drop _ textural 
changes, most of them go ona 
bit too long, thanks to the 
singer’s tendency to milk a 
hook until either the trance 
kicks in or you pick up a book. 

His lyrics are as opaque as 
ever. An overarching theme is 
easy to detect, something along 
the lines of “We’re all fucked 
but it doesn’t really matter.” Or 
maybe it’s “They’re all fucked 
and we should keep that in

mind.” The songs suggest 
ideas or feelings without pin- 
ning anything down — certainly without 
elaborating. Sometimes it’s simply gibber- 
ish. Bowie has a committed Surrealist’s 
belief that what burbles up from the uncon- 
scious is richer and stranger and could 
have an even greater value than linear 
thought, and so we get a lot of stuff that 
should have been left in the notebooks — 
dead-end wordplay, snippets of faux poet- 
ry (“There’s nothing in our eyes/As lovely 
as a wound”), and random High Priest 
mumbo-jumbo. 

Of course, Bowie’s pretentiousness, like 
Dylan’s adenoids, is part of his charm. 
Besides, it’s not all meaningless bosh. 
“Seven Years in Tibet,” one of the relative- 
ly slow ones, rides over an appealing, funky 
riff; it begins, “Are you okay?/You’ve been 
shot in the head/And I’m holding your 
brains/The old woman said” — which is a 
great opening, though there’s no story to 
follow. Instead, Bowie’s eager to get to the 
punch line, “All praise to you/ Nothing ever 
goes away,” repeated until one begins to 
concur. “Telling Lies” is equally unpro- 
found, but in a somewhat mocking man- 
ner. With it’s repeated refrain “Ooh, ah 
visionary/Feels like something’s going to 
happen this year,” Bowie seems to be send- 
ing up his own longstanding pose as har- 


binger of an unspecified apocalypse, | 20! 





On “The Last Thing You Should Do,” 
Bowie evokes another in a long line of 
internalized dystopias, using his most 
sepulchral voice: “Nobody laughs any- 
more/It’s the worst thing you can do.” 
“Dead Man Walking” is about turning 
older, or possibly just old — in any event, 
“Older than movies . . . older than dreams” 
(“Older than movies”? I’m working with- 
out a lyric sheet, so be patient), all over a 
gussied-up disco beat. 

I realize that in cold print this sounds kind 
of awful, but as songspeak it works fine. “I 
don’t want knowledge/I want certainty,” 
Bowie sings on “Law (Earthlings on Fire)” 
but he’s never given the impression of being 
interested in either. What he really wants is 
elusiveness, elision, and the suggestion of an 
ominous but humanistic worldview. Bowie’s 
long been beyond irony; it’s sincerity he uses 
as a distancing device. “I’m afraid of the 
world/I’m afraid I can’t help it” is the mes- 
sage of “I’m Afraid of Americans,” and the 
double meaning suggests both the terror of 
helplessness and the pain of wanting to help, 
all neutralized by his trademark archness. 
It’s hardly a new approach, but Bowie has 
paid so much attention to the sonic/’tronic 
details on Earthling that one can still get a 
charge from the music’s dramatic heft, even

Columbia screws Talking to Animals 
BY BRETT MILANO Juliana Nash of Talking to Animals has a 


message for the local music community: 
shouldn’t ever sign with a major label,’ 


home in New York. “I mean it. 
This industry is ugly.” 

One gets the impression Nash 
knows what she’s talking about. 
Until very recently, Talking to 
Animals were among the Boston 
bands most likely to make a 
national breakthrough this year. 
Their album Manhole — pro- 
duced by Mike Denneen at Q 
Division — was set for release on 
the 27th of this month. And it’s a 
terrific effort: the songs are solid, 
the band rock hard, and Nash’s 
vocals and lyrics put a good deal 
of sultry depth into a loud guitar- 
rock base. 

Promotional CDs had already 
been sent out, a national tour was 
being booked, major press cover- 
age was expected, and the band 
appeared on two label compila- 
tions before Christmas. As far as 
they could tell, everyone at the 
label was showing up at gigs and 
supporting them. Having been 
together for nearly a decade, the 
members had finally quit their day

jobs and were prepared to grab 
the opportunity. Nash had even 
given up her apartment and 
moved: in with her parents, to 
conserve funds for the tour. 
Then they got dropped. Two 


months back by Columbia, who’ve now bumped Talking to Animals. 


weeks ago today, Talking to 
Animals were informed, through 
manager Michael Hausman, that 
the album release was being can- 
celed, that the prospective tour 
was off, and that the band were 





effectively being cut loose on the 
eve of the CD’s release date. Even 
if you haven’t been treading the 
boards for 10 years, that’s as 
severe a last-minute letdown as 
you can get. 

“I fucking hate the music busi- 
ness,” was Nash’s first response. 
“What we’re doing at the moment 
is begging for our day jobs back. 
And you start thinking, ‘Maybe 
it’s me; maybe I’m meant to be a 
plumber and I didn’t realize it.’ 
Maybe we’re just nice people who 
should never be in this business, 
maybe we’re just not ruthless 
enough.” 

In fact, what happened to 
Talking to Animals is a good 
example of how a band can get 
trampled as labels focus more on 
the search for monster hit singles 
and less on artist development. 
Manhole’s original release date 
was last September; again plans 
were changed just weeks before it 
was set to appear. At the time, 
Talking to Animals were told that 
the album would sell better if it 
were held for the winter. 
Accordingly they spent a few 
months touring the East Coast, 
released four Manhole tracks as a 
promo-only EP, and returned to 
the studio with new drummer 
Mike Levesque to add an 11th 
song (called “Everlasting Ache,” 
ironically enough) to the album. 
At this point the label was still 
funding the additional ground- 
work. “To us that meant that they 
were behind the band,” Nash 
says. “They were giving us indica- 
tions that they wanted to develop 
us and we thought, ‘Well, great. 
Develop us.’ ” 

According to Nash, what hap- 
pened next was that A&R man 





Josh Sarubin — who took over 
from their original A&R contact 
midway through the project — 
played Manhole for Columbia 
president Don lIenner, who 
apparently hadn’t heard it before. 
“Whatever happened was so 
political that I'll probably never 
know the real story,” Nash 
recounts. “What we heard was 
that he said, ‘There aren’t any sin- 
gles on this album and this isn’t a 
good time to put this out; 
Columbia needs instant hits right 
now.’ What’s great is that the 
night before we got dropped, we 
played a show in New York just so 
he could see us. Everyone at the 
label was there, and we’re playing 
this huge, ridiculous show. 
Donnie pulls up in a limo, stays 
for three songs, and leaves.” 

Nobody from Columbia was 
willing to talk on the record, but 
Talking to Animals may not be the 
only local act in trouble there. 
Janet LaValley’s much-promoted 
solo debut, also set for release this 
month, has apparently been 
shelved as well. Talking to 
Animals are now hoping they can 
go the small-label route and 
release Manhole on the Q 
Division imprint, but it’s not cer- 
tain whether they have legal rights 
to the material. Adding to the 
band’s frustration is that Manhole 
is actually their second album: the 
first one, produced by Kevin 
Salem in 1992, was shelved after 
much label-shopping. 

“We’ve got support from fans 
and a great booking agent, and 
we can’t get a frigging record 
out,” says Nash with a bitter 
laugh, though she insists that the 
band aren’t breaking up. “No,

we're going to get this album 
out, and maybe other bands 
will be inspired by that: We’re 
unstoppable at this point.” 


SOLO NUNO. Nuno 
Bettencourt would like to set 
the record straight: it was he, 
not Gary Cherone, who broke 
Extreme up — and he did it 
months before Cherone got 
asked to join Van Halen. 

“I did it; | was the bad guy,” 
he acknowledges over the 
phone from Los Angeles. 
“What was cool was that we 
broke up without hating each 
other. I'd done the solo album 
and I had a heart-to-heart with 
Gary, told him my heart wasn’t 
in the band anymore. Extreme 
had become a marketing band, 
everything was getting too cal- 
culated after Pornograffitti 
[their 1990 hit second album]. 
Let’s face it, that album didn’t 
sell six million copies because 
we had six ‘million hardcore 
fans; it sold that much because 
of ‘More Than Words,’ period.” 

The album that Bettencourt 
left Extreme to make comes out 
this week. Schizophonic (A&M) 
is a one-man solo effort (yes, he 
plays all the instruments) that’s 
generally edgier and darker than 
an Extreme album, though the 
single “Gravity” is a catchy funk 
rocker that’s up the old band’s 
alley. His singing voice takes 
some getting used to — and the 
album is more vocal-oriented 
than fans of his guitar playing 
probably expect — but he 
makes some surprising stabs as 


a writer. “Two Weeks. in 
Dizkneeland,” for instance, 
sounds remarkably like a 


Nirvana homage, with a lyric 
that spews rage at an unspeci- 
fied target.

“That’s the most personal 
song on the album,” Nuno 
says. “And I wasn’t*’sure whether I wanted 
to talk about this, but maybe it will help 
people if I do: it’s about child molestation. 
That’s not something that actually hap- 
pened to me, but something I saw in 
friends and family. Without going into 
detail, it was a close one, and being the 
youngest of 10 kids in the family, you can 
sense when something’s wrong. When you 
write something like that, you’re not think- 
ing of sharing it with the whole planet; that 
happens later. Since I’m an admirer of 
Cobain and Nirvana, playing it that way 
seemed the best way to get the demons out 
of my system.” 

He remains friends with Cherone, who 
recently played him some of the new Van 
Halen tracks. What did it sound like? “It 
sounds like Extreme! I heard one track and 
said, ‘Since when did Van Halen get funky 
all of a sudden?’ ” He confirms that Van 
Halen hedged for a long while about asking 
Cherone to join. “I’m sure they didn’t real- 
ly want Gary; I’m sure they wanted [David 
Lee] Roth to work out and get the old band 
back together. And the fact that Roth didn’t 
get the gig, and then went crying to every- 
body about it, should tell you why he didn’t 
get it. Van Halen were probably thinking, 
‘Yeah, Extreme, “More Than Words,” 
whatever,’ but they didn’t realize how 
Gary comes from the Mick Jagger school 
of performing. I’m just waiting till Gary 
gets on stage and kisses Eddie and tries to 
hump his ass. He’s gonna be out after one 
show.” 


OCASEK MEETS CORGAN? A familiar 
local face is apparently checking into the 
Fort Apache studios this season. Former 
Cars leader Ric Ocasek, whose last album 
hit the $6 bin at Nuggets in record time, 
will be recruiting some fresh blood for the 
next one. According to a report that 
reached the Internet this week, his studio 
band will include Hole bassist Melissa Auf 
der Maur and Bad Religion guitarist Brian 
Baker, along with Cars keyboardist Greg 
Hawkes. Most of the tracks will be pro- 
duced by Paul Kolderie and Sean Slade, 
save for a handful produced by the last 
guy to release a Cars cover — none other 
than Smashing Pumpkins’ Billy Corgan. 








(The folks at Fort Apache weren’t con- 
firming or denying the rumor). It’s sur- 
prising to see Ocasek with outside pro- 
ducers, however, since his production 
skills — with Weezer, Bad Religion, and 
Nada Surf — have been his career focus 
lately.

Mahler, Wheeler, and Schubert 


BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ The opening notes of the Cleveland 
Orchestra’s performance of Mahler’s First Symphony (Celebrity 
Series) suggested that it wasn’t going to be the kind of Mahler 


sound, and the respect with which 
this Jewish wedding was treated 
(without the dance music’s losing 
its lilt); and with what moving ten- 
derness the intervening pianissimo 
Trio (which quotes Mahler’s 
Wayfarer song about the linden 
tree) took its place in this narrative 
of musical styles. 

Dohnanyi now divides the vio- 
lins, antiphonally, in historically 
informed 19th-century fashion. 
This, of course, allows one to 
hear a dialogue between first and 
second violins in the first move- 
ment (impossible to perceive 
when all the violins are massed in 
one section). But it also gives the 
violins a gossamer transparency 
that allows whatever is being 
played behind them a rare and 
shining clarity. From harp and 
flutes and sweet-voiced clarinets 
to off-stage trumpets and annun- 
ciatory horn calls, from an entire 
brass section that isn’t there 
merely to prove how well hung it 
is (what delicate trills at the end 


following in the footsteps of 
Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, and 
(though somewhat less _ so) 
Brahms. He made audible the clas- 
sical structures, even the square- 
ness that Mahler would abandon. 
Dohnanyi underlined the dramatic 
contrasts in the musical architec- | 
ture, both within each movement | 
and between whole movements. 
When quotations from the open- 
ing of the symphony returned in 
fragments near the end, they were | 
all the more poignant because their 
initial statements had been so | 
clearly placed. 

Dohnanyi’s musical integrity, 
and seriousness, kept him from | 
overstating the grotesquerie. So if | 
I missed, say, Mahler’s satiric 
thrust in the double-bass solo that 
triggers the  third-movement 
funeral march (“Bruder Martin,” | 
the German minor-key version of | 
“Frére Jacques”), or the inebriated | 
dissipation of the klezmer music, it 
was refreshing to hear how beauti- | 
ful the bass (Scott Haigh) can |

performance I like. Instead of the 
stirrings of woodland creatures 
Mahler was depicting in a “spring 
without end” (his original title for 
this movement), I heard only 
flutes and clarinets playing pianis- 
simo, without much storytelling 
impulse (and Mahler’s inspiration | 
for his first symphony was a novel, | 
Jean Paul’s Titan). Yet this turned 
out to be a performance | loved. 
There was a narrative, but it was 
musical rather than literary: the 
story of how a symphony (this 
symphony) gets from those first 
awakening notes (not birds) to the 
final climactic ensemble. When it 
came it lifted the audience to its 
collective feet. And that ovation 
had begun to be earned as early as 
those opening pianissimos in the 
flutes and clarinets. 

The Cleveland’s music director, 
Christoph von Dohnanyi, was not 
giving us a psychological Mahler 
First in the light of Mahler’s later 
symphonies but a fresh look at the 
work of a young genius who was

of the folklike second movement) 
to the glorious sheen and warmth 
of all the strings, the Cleveland 
Orchestra remains at the top of 
my list of the greatest — most 
musical — American orchestras. 

The Mahler was preceded by 
the Boston debut of the superb 
German baritone Olaf Bar in a 
fascinating round of mainly not- 
so-familiar Schubert songs (it’s 
the Schubert bicentennial, after 
all). Some were plausibly orches- 
trated by Brahms and Webern — 
the Brahms humbly sounding 
more like Mendelssohn than 
Brahms, the Webern subtle, aus- 
tere, and compelling in texture, 
especially in the joined timbres of

cellos and horns in one of 


Schubert’s last songs, 
“Thr Bild” (“Her 
Picture”). But several 


were ineptly orchestrated 
by Wagner assistant Felix 
Mottl and a couple of 
hacks — Robert Fanta 
and Kurt Gillman 
about whom no informa- 
tion was provided and 
who delivered the 19th- 
century equivalent of 
muzak: goopy flutes and 
harp in “Du bist die Ruh” 
(“You Are Repose”), 
melodramatic timpani in 
“Der Wanderer,” oom- 
pah-pah horns in 
“Ganymed.” These didn’t 
help the songs (which 
need no orchestra), or 
Bar, who at least tran- 
scended the absurdities 
with equanimity and 
grace. He’s one of the 
most forthright and 
knowing lieder singers of 
our day — a perfect 
accomplice for Dohnanyi and the 
orchestra. He made me long to 
hear him in a long-overdue com- 
plete recital. 


COMPOSER SCOTT WHEEL- 
ER, director of the new-music 
group Dinosaur Annex, had 
something of a mini-festival last 
week. Alea III and Phantom Arts 
both programmed a Wheeler 
piece, and at the First and Second 
Church, Emerson College spon- 
sored a concert celebrating facul- 
ty accomplishments with a full 
evening of Wheeler performed by 
some longtime friends and associ- 
ates. Wheeler, who served as MC,

lamented that despite all his 
efforts to avoid a conflict, the one 
thing he hadn’t thought of was 
the Super Bowl. Still, the church 
was packed with people enjoying 
themselves. 

Wheeler is not large-scaled and 
cosmic in the tradition of Mahler. 
He’s rather a disciple of Virgil 
Thomson (literally) and even 
Stephen Sondheim — his works 
are appealingly modest, witty, ele- 
gant, and tuneful. Very American, 
spiked with a splash of French ver- 
mouth and a lemon twist. There 
was a piano solo, Flow Chart — 
“the kind of music I like to play,” 
Wheeler said, naming Haydn, 
Bach, Schubert, and jazz as influ- 
ences; it was played generously by 
its dedicatee, Donald Berman, 
whom Wheeler called “luxury 
casting.” There were two chamber 
pieces — Shadow Bands, with vio- 
linist Cyrus Stevens, violist Anne 
Black, and cellist Michael Curry, 
and Dragon Mountain, with 
Berman joining this trio — and 
two song cycles, all written 
between 1991 and 1993. 

Typically, Wheeler surrounds 
asymmetrical rhythmical nuggets 
with soaring legato phrases. 
There’s a slightly new-age quali- 
ty to the lyricism, and a kind of 
minimalism in the repeated 
nuggets. But Wheeler’s haunted 
harmonies are all his own. 
Dragon Mountain, a three-move- 
ment gem made up of the “left- 
overs” from a children’s opera 
called The Little Dragon, incor- 
porates Celtic folk elements of 
mysterious eloquence. 

I’ve taken Wheeler to task 
before for not using more-con- 
temporary texts. His two cycles 









































set poems by Mark Van Doren 
(Serenata) and Edna St. Vincent 
Millay (Wasting the Night). 
Depending on your poetry poli- 
tics, you could argue that their 
formal conservativism is either 
passé or neglected. Millay’s poet- 
ry is underrated, Van Doren’s not 
underrated enough (he owes too

much to Millay — and not 
enough). Soprano Nancy 


Armstrong was the perfect advo- 
cate for the Millay, singing these 
nostalgic and cynical love songs 
with wry understanding, dead-on 
pitch, and diction you could take 
dictation from. I loved her refusal 
to sink into coyness in the famous 








“Recuerdo” (“We were very tired, 
we were very merry — /We had 
gone back and forth all night on 
the ferry”). Anthony Tommasini 
— pianist, Virgil Thomson biog- 
rapher, NY Times critic (formerly 
of the Boston Globe) — was her 
sympathetic and _ glistening 
accompanist and partner. 
Wheeler, I thought, couldn’t res- 
cue Van Doren’s poems from 
their disingenuous artificiality 
(had Van Doren ever really been 
in love?), though Marshall 
Hughes, sounding more like a 
folk singer than a classical tenor, 
and guitarist John Muratore tried 
their best. 


IN HIS 31 YEARS, Schubert 
wrote nearly a thousand songs. 
He didn’t have infallible taste in 
poems either, but he made an 
amazing number of them come 
alive. Some of his greatest were 
performed at Harvard’s Paine 
Hall by soprano Jayne West 
with Craig Smith at the piano 
on January 31, Schubert’s 
200th birthday (and Smith’s 
50th), in a concert sponsored 
by WGBH and hosted by 
Classical Performances’ Richard 
Knisely (who later, with Megan 
Henderson, played Schubert’s 
greatest work for piano four- 
hands, the tragic — and fero- 
ciously difficult — F-minor 
Fantasy). West needed several 
songs to warm up her lovely 
pure tone. One, “Der Flug der 
Zeit” (“The Flight of Time”), 
seemed a bit low for her, and 
perhaps that. discomfort made 
her expression seem more will- 
ful than natural. She was more 
genuine in the ghost story of 
“Schwestergrub” (“Sister’s 








Greeting”), the innocent but 
knowing comedy of “Seligkeit” 
(“Bliss”), and an especially 
heavenly “Im Friihling” (“In 
Springtime”). Smith talked a 
little about the way Schubert 
can sound buoyant even at his 
most tragic and how there’s a 
little “tug” of melancholy even 
at his most joyful. Smith cap- 
tured that very mixture of emo- 
tions in his pearly, purling 
accompaniment. 

The extraordinary Borromeo 
Quartet (Nicholas Kitchen, 
Ruggero Allifranchini, Hsin-Yun 
Huang, and Yeesun Kim) opened 
the program with the glorious 
single-movement Quartettsatz. 
Kitchen and Kim — _ whose 
expressive face and eyes (even 
closed) mirrored everything she 
played, especially in some sexy 
and teasing musical dialogues 
with Kitchen (they’re married) 
— then joined pianist Randall 
Hodgkinson to close the program 
with one of the most sublime of 
all chamber works, Schubert’s 
moving and mysterious E-flat 
Trio (the one Stanley Kubrick 
used so evocatively in Barry 
Lyndon). Hodgkinson is an 
excellent player, but in the first 
movement I thought he domesti- 
cated one of Schubert’s most 
chilling, unearthly passages by 
not revealing how different it is 
from what surrounds it. The cli- 
max of the second movement 
Andante was overwhelming, 
however, and the uncanny 
moment in the jubilant last move- 
ment, when the aching cello 
theme from the slow movement 
returns, was devastating. What 
better present could a composer 
get on his 200th birthday? y

The 525th line. Speak Spanish? Good, then you'll understand Sabado 
Gigante better than we do. We think that means “Big Saturday” (actually

But the rea/ highlight is when Don Francisco has the audience sing 
along to elaborate commercial jingles for laundry products, which are simul- 
taneously showcased by one of Sabado Gigante's endless supply of slinky 
models in tight evening wear. (In press releases, Univision refers to this as 
“Sabado Gigante's exceptional product-integration capability.”) No, this isn't 
Monty Python. This is the highest-rated Latin variety show in the world. Don't 
fight it; enjoy it.

As befits a musical, the subject is 
romance, in its many varieties and 
complications, focusing on Bob 
(Alan Alda) and Steffi (Goldie 
Hawn) and a brood of kids and 
step-kids that include Skylar (Drew 
Barrymore), Scott (Lukas Haas), 
and DJ (Natasha Lyonne).

(1922). Robert Flaherty was the 
D.W. Griffith of documentarians, 
and his pioneering look at the 
Eskimos of Northern Ungava (up 
there in Canada) remains thrilling, 
funny, and entertaining. Flaherty’s 
approach was to present his sub- 
jects not as distant exotics but as 
people leading everyday lives of 
humor and pathos.
